As  appears  from  documents  which  include  documents 
listed  on  file  in  your  office,  the  current  executive  director 
and  the  President  have  taken  the  position  for  quite  a  few 
years  that  no  members  exist  and  that  the  selection  of  the 
board  of  directors  does  not  require  a  vote  of  the 
“members”.  It  is  noted  that  records  have  not  been  filed 
showing  that  the  “President  of  the  Board”  who  signed  the 
earlier  documents  in  July  of  201 7  was  selected  by  the 
members  to  be  on  the  Board. 

Therefore,  he  was  not  duly  elected  and  not  a  “past 
President.” 

Many  of  the  violations  of  the  by-laws  are  now  recognized 
and  the  current  management,  which  still  includes  the 
Executive  Director,  is  seeking  to  have  only  a  few 
members  vote  by  mail  without  a  meeting  to  ratify  the  prior 
actions.  The  actions  include  selection  of  board  members, 
election  of  officers,  hiring  of  attorneys  and  filing  of 
lawsuits,  filing  of  tax  returns,  use  of  funds  for  payment  of 
expenses  and  bankruptcy  attorney  fees,  insider  loans, 
filing  bankruptcy,  submitting  a  Plan,  submitting  a 
proposed  sale  for  approval,  etc.  None  of  these  issues 
were  presented  by  the  corporation  last  July.  It  is  noted 
that  the  corporation  has  entered  into  loan  agreements 
with  board  members  and  former  board  members  and 
they  apparently  expect  to  receive  payment  at  the  close  of 
the  sale. 

There  is  a  disagreement  as  to  the  number  of  living 
“members”  and  persons  entitled  to  vote.  When  the 
corporation  was  formed  in  1971,  three  persons  signed 
the  articles.  Thereafter,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
corporation  in  February  of  1972,  15  persons  were  named 
as  board  members  and  became  the  founding 
board.  That  list  is  part  of  the  founding  documents  filed 
with  your  office  sometime  thereafter.

(2)Public  access  to  confidential  sex  offender 
registration  information  is  controlled  by  Megan’s  Law  which,  for  database  integrity 
reasons,  limits  such  access  to  real  time  internet  searches  on  the  Megan’s  Law  web 
site;  and  (3)  Given  the  constantly-changing  nature  of  the  Megan  Law’s  database,  the 
public’s  interest  is  best  served  by  limiting  public  access  to  confidential  sex  offender 
registration  information  that  is  accurate  and  up-to-date. 

Megan’s  Law  Provides  for  Internet  Access  Only 

Most  of  the  information  provided  by  registering  sex  offenders  during  the  registration 
process  is  confidential  (i.e.,  not  open  to  public  inspection).  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.021.) 
The  same  is  also  true  for  “criminal  offender  record  information”  kept  in  the 
Department  of  Justice’s  California  Sex  and  Arson  Registry  (“CSAR”). 

However,  despite  the  confidential  nature  of  this  information,  California  provides 
members  of  the  public  with  limited  access  to  some  of  the  sex  offender  registration 
information  via  the  Megan’s  Law  internet  web  site.  Specifically,  Penal  Code  section 
290.46  provides  that  “the  Department  of  Justice  shall  make  available  information 
concerning  persons  who  are  required  to  register  pursuant  to  Section  290  to  the  public 
via  an  Internet  Web  site  as  specified  in  this  section.”  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  subd. 
(a)(1 ),  italics  added.)  The  statute  further  requires  the  department  to  “update  the 
Internet  Web  site  on  an  ongoing  basis.”  (Ibid.)  As  mentioned  in  the  notes  to  this 
code  section,  the  Legislature  created  the  Megan’s  Law  web  site  with  the  intent  “that 
the  Department  of  Justice  [would]  continue  to  maximize  all  available  resources  to 
ensure  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  in  the  sex  registration  database.”  (Pen.  Code, 
§  290.46,  Stats.  2004.  ch  745,  §.  2.)  Additionally,  the  Legislature  enacted  Megan’s 
Law  with  the  intent  that  “California’s  infrastructure  for  collecting,  maintaining,  and 
disseminating  information  about  registered  sex  offenders  [would]  be  retooled  to 
ensure  that  law  enforcement  and  the  public  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and 
relevant  information  about  registered  sex  offenders.”  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats 
2006  ch.  337,  §  2,  subd.  (c),  italics  added.)  Thus,  in  order  to  help  ensure  and 
maintain  the  accuracy  of  this  information,  the  Legislature  limited  the  public 
dissemination  of  sex  offender  registration  information  to  the  Megan’s  Law  web  site. 
Government  Code  section  6254  sets  forth  various  exceptions  to  the  disclosure 
requirements  under  the  PRA.  Significantly  for  this  matter,  section  6254,  subdivision 
(k),  exempts  from  disclosure  “Records,  the  disclosure  of  which  is  exempted  or 
prohibited  pursuant  to  federal  or  state  law,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  provisions  of 
the  Evidence  Code  relating  to  privilege.”  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k),  italics 
added.)  Thus,  the  PRA  cannot  extend  the  public’s  right  of  access  to  sex  offender 
registration  information  beyond  the  limitations  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  Megan’s 


Law.  Consequently,  the  public’s  right  of  access  to  this  information  is  limited  to 
accessing  the  Megan’s  Law  database. 

The  Public  Interest  is  Best  Served  by  Limiting  Access  to  Current  and  Accurate 
Information 

In  your  request,  you  state  you  are  looking  for  current  list  registrants’  addresses  to  be 
used  in  a  mobile  app.  Linder  Government  Code  section  6255,  a  government  agency 
may  withhold  disclosure  of  a  public  record  “by  demonstrating  .  .  .  that  on  the  facts  of 
the  particular  case  the  public  interest  served  by  not  disclosing  the  record  clearly 
outweighs  the  public  interest  served  by  disclosure  of  the  record.”  (Gov.  Code,  §6255, 
subd.  (a).)  We  believe  the  circumstances  in  this  case  necessitate  nondisclosure  of 
the  records  that  you  seek  from  us. 

The  information  that  appears  on  the  Megan’s  Law  web  site  is  processed  through  a 
third-party  vendor.  The  purpose  of  the  web  site  is  to  provide  members  of  the  public 
access  to  the  most  current  sex  offender  registrant  data.  Thus,  the  site,  which  is 
updated  daily  to  reflect  any  new  additions,  deletions,  and  modifications  to  the 
registrant  database,  stores  and  displays  only  the  current  day’s  data. 

The  Offender  Registration  Application  Support  (ORAS)  Team  is  the  internal  unit 
within  the  Department  of  Justice  that  provides  technology  support  and  maintenance 
for  CSAR,  the  State’s  repository  for  sex  and  arson  registration  information.  Every 
day,  ORAS  creates  a  FTP  file  which  contain  a  snapshot  of  the  registration  data  for 
that  day.  Our  vendor  then  downloads  that  file  from  our  secure  FTP  site  and  stores 
the  file  on  the  hard  drive  of  the  server  that  creates  the  files  used  for  the  web  site. 
Specifically,  our  vendor  runs  a  program  that  takes  that  day’s  data  and  completely 
recreates  the  data  files  that  are  used  by  the  web  servers  to  provide  the  data  to  the 
public.  Our  vendor  does  not  employ  any  SQL  database  or  similar  database  for  this 
process,  only  temporary  ISAM  files.  No  transaction  or  other  record  keeping 
measures  are  utilized.  The  previous  day’s  data  on  the  web  servers  is  overwritten 
with  the  new  data.  The  data  is  also  overwritten  on  the  computer  where  these  daily 
data  files  are  created. 

On  our  end,  ORAS  keeps  a  backup  for  seven  days  of  the  extract  file  that  is  sent  to 
our  vendor.  However,  the  information  on  the  backup  files  is  not  a  mirror  image  of 
what  appears  on  the  public  web  site  because  it  contains  information  that  is  excluded 
from  public  view  during  our  vendor’s  processing  of  the  information.  Additionally,  even 
if  our  vendor  reprocessed  the  information  from  one  of  the  backup  files,  we  could  not 
ensure  the  accuracy  of  all  the  information  because  of  the  ever-changing  nature  of  the 
registration  database.  In  other  words,  because  the  registration  database  changes  on 
a  daily  basis  (i.e.,  newly  added  registrants,  newly  removed  registrants,  and  changes 
to  registrant’s  data)  even  a  delay  of  one  day  would  result  in  a  report  that  contained 
inaccurate  data.  Such  results  do  not  comply  with  the  Legislature’s  stated  intent  “that 
the  Department  of  Justice  .  .  .  ensure  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  in  the  sex 
registration  database”  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats  2004  ch  745,  §.  2)  and  “ensure 
that ...  the  public  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and  relevant  information 
about  registered  sex  offenders”  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats  2006  ch  337,  §.  2,  subd. 
(c)).  Thus,  the  public  interest  certainly  is  not  served  by  disseminating  highly  sensitive 
sex  offender  registration  information  that  we  know  contains  inaccurate  information, 
especially  when  we  know  that  accurate,  up-to-date  information  is  readily  available 
online. 

Furthermore,  given  the  highly  sensitive  nature  of  sex  offender  registration 
information,  providing  the  public  with  inaccurate  information  could  cause  real  public 
safety  concerns.  For  instance,  if  registration  information  is  disseminated  about  a 
person  who  is  no  longer  required  to  register  or  be  posted  on  the  web  site,  that  person 
may  be  subjected  to  undue  harassment  or  even  danger.  Additionally,  if  a  registrant 
moves,  the  person  who  occupies  the  registrant’s  old  address  may  be  mistakenly 
harassed  or  injured.  And,  as  every  day  goes  by,  the  obsolescence  of  the  report  and 
the  inaccuracies  contained  within  it  continue  to  grow.  Again,  the  public  interest  in 
receiving  inaccurate  sex  offender  registration  information  is  clearly  outweighed  by 
non-disclosure. 

Finally,  we  receive  a  multitude  of  similar  requests  from  members  of  the  public, 
especially  broadcast  and  print  media  outlets.  Depending  on  the  volume  and 
requested  frequency  (i.e.,  daily,  weekly,  monthly)  of  such  PRA  requests  if  we  were 
required  to  produce  sex  offender  registration  database  information,  the  additional

16,  2018  response  to  your  January  11, 2018  Public  Records  Act  request,  you  submit 
a  new,  alternative  request  for  “the  descriptive  data  associated  with  Part  2  of  the 
Report  a  Breach  form”  submitted  per  https://oag.ca.gov/privacy/databreach/report-a- 
breach.  We  appreciate  your  positions  on  California  law,  but  respectfully  disagree  and 
decline  your  request.  As  set  forth  in  our  January  16  response,  our  office  specifically 
and  expressly  collects  the  information  in  Part  2  of  our  “Report  a  Breach”  form  for  law 
enforcement  purposes  to  investigate  security  breaches.  This  information  is  separate 
and  apart  from  the  required  submission  of  sample  copies  of  security  breach 
notifications  to  our  office,  and  thus,  is  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  Public 
Records  Act.  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (f).) 

You  assert  that  because  our  Office  publishes  sample  breach  notices,  there  can  be  no 
ongoing  law  enforcement  purpose  for  maintaining  confidentiality  of  the  other 
materials  collected  by  our  office.  Single  samples  of  security  breach  notifications  are 
explicitly  public  records  and  we  endeavor  to  make  these  records  publicly  available 
without  unreasonable  delay.  Publication  of  the  sample  copies  of  security  breach 
notifications,  however,  in  no  way  indicates  that  the  Attorney  General’s  investigation 
into  the  data  breaches  has  been  completed  or  that  there  is  no  legitimate  purpose  for 
maintaining  confidentiality  of  our  investigation  files. 

Further,  and  importantly,  investigative  records  do  not  lose  their  exempt  status  even 
after  conclusion  of  the  investigation.  (Williams  v.  Superior  Court  (1993)  5  Cal.4th  337, 
354-355.)  Therefore,  even  if  and  when  our  investigations  are  closed,  our 
investigation  files  remain  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  Public  Records  Act. 

Your  citation  of  Civil  Code  sections  1798.29(  c)  and  1798.82(  c)  is  also  misplaced. 
Those  provisions  pertain  to  whether  a  business  may  delay  notifying  the  persons 
whose  information  was  accessed  when  a  law  enforcement  agency  has  determined 
that  notification  may  impede  a  criminal  investigation.  Indeed,  both  subdivisions  (a) 
and  (c)  of  each  statute  provide  that  notice  should  be  made  promptly  after  a 
determination  that  it  will  not  compromise  the  investigation.  But  notification  to  persons 
affected  does  not  indicate  that  the  Attorney  General's  investigation  into  the  data 
breach  is  complete.  Further,  as  noted  above,  investigative  records  do  not  lose  their 
exempt  status  after  conclusion  of  the  investigation.  (Williams  v.  Superior  Court  (1 993) 
5  Cal.4th  337,  354-355.) 

Thus,  neither  publication  of  sample  breach  notices  by  our  office,  nor  notification  of  the 
data  breach  by  the  agency,  person,  or  business  involved  to  persons  whose 
information  has  been  accessed,  support  your  position  that  our  Office's  investigative 
records  have  lost  their  exempt  status.  Accordingly,  we  respectfully  deny  your 
requests  for  these  records  exempt  from  disclosure  under  Government  Code  section 
6254,  subdivision  (f).

Palmer  V.  Superior  Court  (2014)  231  Cal.App.4th  1214,  1227.)  "Although  exercise  of 
the  privilege  may  occasionally  result  in  the  suppression  of  relevant  evidence,  the 
Legislature  of  this  state  has  determined  that  these  concerns  are  outweighed  by  the 
importance  of  preserving  confidentiality  in  the  attorney-client  relationship."  (Mitchell  v. 
Superior  Court  (1984)  37  Cal. 3d  591, 599;  see  also  Kerner  v.  Superior  Court  (2012) 
206  Cal.App.4th  84,  111 .)  The  attorney-client  privilege  protects  confidential 
communications  between  the  attorney  and  the  client,  as  well  as  communications 
made  to  others  in  advancement  of  the  attorney-client  relationship.  (Barber  v.

The  Attorney  Work  Product  Doctrine 

The  attorney  work  product  doctrine  protects  the  confidentiality  of  any  writing  that 
reflects  an  attorney's  impressions,  conclusions,  opinions,  legal  research,  or  legal 


theories,  which  is  maintained  as  confidentiai.  (Code  Civ.  Proc.,  §  2018.030.)  The 
attorney  work  product  doctrine  creates  a  quaiified  priviiege  against  discovery  of 
generai  work  product,  and  an  absoiute  priviiege  against  disciosure  of  writings 
containing  the  attorney's  impressions,  conciusions,  opinions,  or  iegai  theories. 
(County  of  Los  Angeies  v.  Superior  Court,  supra,  82  Cai.App.4th  at  p.  833,  quoting 
BP  Aiaska  Expioration,  inc.  v.  Superior  Court  (1988)  199  Cai.App.3d  1240,  1250;  see 
aiso  Caito  v.  Superior  Court  (2012)  54  Cai.4th  480,  488.)  Documents  are  exempt 
from  disciosure  under  the  PF^  pursuant  to  the  attorney  work  product  doctrine  under 
Government  Code  section  6254,  subdivision  (k),  which  incorporates  confidentiaiity 
provisions  contained  in  other  iaws.  (County  of  Los  Angeies  v.  Superior  Court,  supra, 
82  Cai.App.4th  at  p.  833.)

The  Deiiberative  Process  Priviiege 

The  deiiberative  process  priviiege  exempts  from  disciosure  materiais  that  wouid 
expose  an  agency's  decision-making  process  in  such  a  way  as  to  discourage  candid 
discussion  within  the  agency,  and  thereby  undermine  the  agency's  abiiity  to  perform 
its  functions.  (Times  Mirror  Co.  v.  Superior  Court  (1991)  53  Cai.3d  1325,  1342-1343, 
1346.)  Any  documents  containing  statutory  interpretation,  anaiyses,  draft  ianguage, 
and  memoranda  concerning  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  a  particuiar  proposai 
wouid  be  covered  by  this  priviiege.

831;  Fairley  v.  Superior  Court  (1998)  66  Cal.App.4th  1414,  1422.)  The  pending 
litigation  exemption  also  does  not  duplicate  the  attorney-client  privilege  because  it 
exempts  "litigation  records  generally,"  and  not  only  those  documents  that  are 
privileged.  (Fairley  v.  Superior  Court,  supra,  66  Cal.App.4th  at  p.  1422  fn.  5.) 
Application  of  Exemptions  to  Request  3

In  addition,  it  is  common  practice  for  CADOJ  to  be  involved  in  the  state  legislative 
process.  To  the  extent  that  our  office  was  involved  in  the  legislative  process  for  the 
Values  Act,  our  internal  communications  and  del  derations,  including  any  internal  bill 
analyses,  and  any  work  on  behalf  of  a  client  agency  are  protected  by  the  attorney- 
client  privilege,  the  deliberative  process  privilege,  and  the  attorney  work  product 
exception.  (Evid.  Code,  §  954;  Code  Civ.  Proc.,  §  2018.030;  Gov.  Code,  §  6255.) 
Flowever,  we  are  producing  the  department's  fiscal  impact  analysis  relating  to  SB  54. 
Further,  the  Values  Act  requires  the  Attorney  General  to  "publish  model  policies" 
implementing  the  statute  by  October  1 , 201 8.  (Gov.  Code,§  7284.8,  subd.  (a).)  Also 
by  that  date,  the  Attorney  General  must  "publish  guidance,  audit  criteria,  and  training 
recommendations"  aimed  at  ensuring  that  databases  used  by  state  and  local  law 
enforcement  agencies  operate  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  Values  Act.  (see  id., 
subd.  (b).)  Internal  records  relating  to  the  ongoing  work  of  our  office  to  craft  these 


required  policies  and  other  guidance  are  protected  by  the  attorney-client  privilege  and 
the  attorney  work  product  exception.  (Evid.  Code,§  954;  Code  Civ.  Proc.,  § 

2018.030.)  These  internal  records  are  also  exempt  under  the  deliberative  process 
privilege  because  under  the  facts  here,  the  public  interest  in  nondisclosure  is  clearly 
outweighed  by  the  public  interest  in  disclosure.  The  benefit  to  the  Attorney  General 
and  other  decisionmakers  of  receiving  complete  and  candid  analyses  regarding  the 
strength  and  weaknesses  of  certain  arguments  relevant  to  determining  the 
appropriate  policies  and  guidance  to  implement  the  Values  Act  is  paramount  given 
the  freedoms  and  responsibilities  implicated  by  the  law,  and  this  benefit  clearly 
outweighs  the  public's  general  interest  in  access.

The  Values  Act  is  also  at  issue  in  ongoing  litigation  brought  by  the  Attorney  General 
against  the  federal  government  to  proh  bit  the  attachment  of  certain  immigration 
related  enforcement  conditions  to  Edward  Byrne  Memorial  Justice  Assistance  Grants 
(JAG)  and  Community  Oriented  Policing  Services  (COPS)  grants.  (See  State 
a/California  v.  Sessions  (N.D.  Cal.,  filed  Aug.  14,  2017)  No.  3:17-cv-4701.)  Records 
related  to  litigation  are  protected  by  the  attorney-client  privilege  and  the  work-product 
privilege.  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k),  incorporating  Evid.  Code,§  954;  Code  Civ. 
Proc.,§  2018.030.)  In  addition,  certain  responsive  documents  are  being  withheld 
because  of  the  pending  litigation  exemption.  (Gov.  Code,§  6254,  subd.  (b).) 

Response  to  Request  4;  Our  office  identified  divisions,  sections,  and  individuals  who 
were  I  kely  to  have  responsive  records.  Searches  were  conducted  where  responsive 
documents  are  or  could  reasonably  be  located.

As  mentioned  above  in  the  Response  to  Request  3,  our  office  is  currently  in  litigation 
over  the  federal  government's  attempt  to  turn  Section  1373  into  a  sweeping  mandate 
requiring  state  and  local  jurisdictions  to  allow  the  disclosure  of  essentially  all 
information  about  their  residents  to  federal  immigration  authorities.  (See  State  of 
California  v.  Sessions,  supra.  No.  3;  17-cv-4701.)  The  attorneys  in  CADOJ  provide 
legal  advice  to  the  Attorney  General  and  his  designees.  Accordingly,  all 
communications  between  the  Attorney  General  or  his  designees  and  the 
department's  attorneys  concerning  the  possible  filing  of  legal  action  related  to  Section 
1373,  including  the  attachment  of  Section  1373  as  a  funding  condition  for  JAG  and 
COPS,  are  confidential  communications  pursuant  to  the  attorney-client  privilege,  and 
are  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  PRA  on  that  basis.  (Evid.  Code,§  954.) 
Correspondence  among  CADOJ  attorneys  and  other  employees  regarding  the 
possible  filing  of  legal  action  related  to  Section  13  73,  including  but  not  limited  to 
analyzing  the  bases  and  viability  of  such  litigation,  are  also  exempt  from  PRA 
disclosure  based  on  the  attorney  work  product  doctrine.  (Code  Civ.  Proc.,  § 
2018.030.)  Records  related  to  litigation,  including  legal  research  and  drafts  of  briefs 
and  other  filings,  are  also  exempt  from  PRA  disclosure  based  on  attorney-client 
privilege  and  the  attorney  work  product  doctrine.  (Evid.  Code,  §  954;  Code  Civ. 
Proc.,§  2018.030.)  Records  responsive  to  this  request  are  also  being  withheld  under 
the  pending  litigation  exemption.  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (b  ).)

The  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  keeps  a  record  of  "pawned  property  in 
any  city  or  county  of  California,  as  part  of  the  Attorney  General's  duty 
under  Penal  Code  section  11106,  subdivision  (  a)(l ),  to  keep  certain 
records  that  will  "assist  in  the  investigation  of  crime,  the  prosecution  of 
civil  actions  by  city  attorneys  ...  the  arrest  and  prosecution  of  criminals, 
and  the  recovery  of  lost,  stolen,  or  found  property."  (See  id.,  subd. 
(a)(l)(l).)  Penal  Code  section  11106,  subdivision  (a)(2),  limits  the 
disclosure  of  the  information  collected  under  Penal  Code  section  11106, 
subdivision  (a)(l ),  by  specifying  to  whom  the  DOJ  can  provide  that 
information.  The  information  can  be  provided  "upon  proper  application 
therefor ...  to  the  officers  referred  to  in  [Penal  Code  section]  1 1 1 05." 
Members  of  the  public  making  California  Public  Records  Act  requests  are 
not  identified  on  the  list  of  officers  in  Penal  Code  section  11105.

such  access  to  real  time  internet  searches  on  the  Megan's  Law  web  site; 
and  (2)  Given  the  constantly-changing  nature  of  the  Megan  Law's 
database,  the  public's  interest  is  best  served  by  limiting  public  access  to 
confidential  sex  offender  registration  information  that  is  accurate  and  up- 
to-date. 

Megan's  Law  Provides  for  Internet  Access  Only 
Most  of  the  information  provided  by  registering  sex  offenders  during  the 
registration  process  is  confidential  (i.e.,  not  open  to  public  inspection). 
(Pen.  Code,  §  290.021 .)  The  same  is  also  true  for  "criminal  offender 
record  information"  kept  in  the  Department  of  Justice's  California  Sex  and 
Arson  Registry  ("CSAR"). 

However,  despite  the  confidential  nature  of  this  information,  California 
provides  members  of  the  public  with  limited  access  to  some  of  the  sex 
offender  registration  information  via  the  Megan's  Law  internet  web  site. 
Specifically,  Penal  Code  section  290.46  provides  that  "the  Department  of 
Justice  shall  make  available  information  concerning  persons  who  are 
required  to  register  pursuant  to  Section  290  to  the  public  via  an  Internet 
Web  site  as  specified  in  this  section."  (Pen.  Code,§  290.46,  subd.  (a)(1), 
italics  added.)  The  statute  further  requires  the  department  to  "update  the 
Internet  Web  site  on  an  ongoing  basis."  (Ibid.)  As  mentioned  in  the  notes 
to  this  code  section,  the  Legislature  created  the  Megan's  Law  web  site 
with  the  intent  "that  the  Department  of  Justice  [  would]  continue  to 
maximize  all  available  resources  to  ensure  the  highest  degree  of 
accuracy  in  the  sex  registration  database."  (Pen.  Code,§  290.46,  Stats. 
2004. 

ch  745,  §.  2.)  Additionally,  the  Legislature  enacted  Megan's  Law  with  the 
intent  that  "California's  infrastructure  for  collecting,  maintaining,  and 
disseminating  information  about  registered  sex  offenders  [  wouldl  be 
retooled  to  ensure  that  law  enforcement  and  the  public  have  access  to 
accurate,  up-to-date,  and  relevant  information  about  registered  sex 
offenders."  (Pen.  Code,§  290.46,  Stats  2006  ch.  337,  §  2,  subd.  (c),  italics 
added.)  Thus,  in  order  to  help  ensure  and  maintain  the  accuracy  of  this 
information,  the  Legislature  limited  the  public  dissemination  of  sex 
offender  registration  information  to  the  Megan's  Law  web  site. 

Government  Code  section  6254  sets  forth  various  exceptions  to  the 
disclosure  requirements  under  the  PRA.  Significantly  for  this  matter, 
section  6254,  subdivision  (k),  exempts  from  disclosure  "Records,  the 
disclosure  of  which  is  exempted  or  prohibited  pursuant  to  federal  or  state 
law,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  provisions  of  the  Evidence  Code  relating 
to  privilege."  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k),  italics  added.)  Thus,  the  PRA 
cannot  extend  the  public's  right  of  access  to  sex  offender  registration 
information  beyond  the  limitations  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  Megan's 
Law.  Consequently,  the  public's  right  of  access  to  this  information  is 
limited  to  accessing  the  Megan's  Law  database. 

The  Public  Interest  is  Best  Served  by  Limiting  Access  to  Current  and 
Accurate  Information 

In  your  request,  you  state  you  are  looking  for  current  list  of  registrants' 
convicted  of  sodomy.  Under  Government  Code  section  6255,  a 
government  agency  may  withhold  disclosure  of  a  public  record  "by 
demonstrating  ...  that  on  the  facts  of  the  particular  case  the  public  interest 
served  by  not  disclosing  the  record  clearly  outweighs  the  public  interest 
served  by  disclosure  of  the  record."  (Gov.  Code,  §6255,  subd.  (a).)  We 
believe  the  circumstances  in  this  case  necessitate  nondisclosure  of  the 


records  that  you  seek  from  us. 

The  information  that  appears  on  the  Megan's  Law  web  site  is  processed 
through  a  third-party  vendor.  The  purpose  of  the  web  site  is  to  provide 
members  of  the  pubiic  access  to  the  most  current  sex  offender  registrant 
data.  Thus,  the  site,  which  is  updated  daiiy  to  reflect  any  new  additions, 
deietions,  and  modifications  to  the  registrant  database,  stores  and 
dispiays  oniy  the  current  day's  data. 

The  Offender  Registration  Appiication  Support  (ORAS)  Team  is  the 
internai  unit  within  the  Department  of  Justice  that  provides  technoiogy 
support  and  maintenance  for  CSAR,  the  State's  repository  for  sex  and 
arson  registration  information.  Every  day,  ORAS  creates  a  FTP  fiie  which 
contain  a  snapshot  of  the  registration  data  for  that  day.  Our  vendor  then 
downioads  that  fiie  from  our  secure  FTP  site  and  stores  the  fiie  on  the 
hard  drive  of  the  server  that  creates  the  flies  used  for  the  web  site. 
Specificaiiy,  our  vendor  runs  a  program  that  takes  that  day's  data  and 
compieteiy  recreates  the  data  flies  that  are  used  by  the  web  servers  to 
provide  the  data  to  the  pubiic.  Our  vendor  does  not  empioy  any  SQL 
database  or  simiiar  database  for  this  process,  oniy  temporary  iSAM  flies. 
No  transaction  or  other  record  keeping  measures  are  utiiized.  The 
previous  day's  data  on  the  web  servers  is  overwritten  with  the  new  data. 
The  data  is  aiso  overwritten  on  the  computer  where  these  daiiy  data  flies 
are  created. 

On  our  end,  ORAS  keeps  a  backup  for  seven  days  of  the  extract  fiie  that 
is  sent  to  our  vendor.  Flowever,  the  information  on  the  backup  flies  is  not 
a  mirror  image  of  what  appears  on  the  pubiic  web  site  because  it  contains 
information  that  is  exciuded  from  pubiic  view  during  our  vendor's 
processing  of  the  information.  Additionaiiy,  even  if  our  vendor 
reprocessed  the  information  from  one  of  the  backup  flies,  we  couid  not 
ensure  the  accuracy  of  aii  the  information  because  of  the  ever-changing 
nature  of  the  registration  database,  in  other  words,  because  the 
registration  database  changes  on  a  daiiy  basis  (i.e.,  newiy  added 
registrants,  newiy  removed  registrants,  and  changes  to  registrant's  data) 
even  a  deiay  of  one  day  wouid  resuit  in  a  report  that  contained  inaccurate 
data.  Such  resuits  do  not  compiy  with  the  Legisiature's  stated  intent  "that 
the  Department  of  Justice  ...  ensure  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  in  the 
sex  registration  database"  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats  2004  ch  745,  §.  2) 
and  "ensure  that ...  the  pubiic  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and 
reievant  information  about  registered  sex  offenders"  (Pen.  Code,§  290.46, 
Stats  2006  ch  337,  §.  2,  subd.  (c)).  Thus,  the  pubiic  interest  certainiy  is 
not  served  by  disseminating  highiy  sensitive  sex  offender  registration 
information  that  we  know  contains  inaccurate  information,  especiaiiy 
when  we  know  that  accurate,  up-to-date  information  is  readiiy  avaiiabie 
oniine. 

Furthermore,  given  the  highiy  sensitive  nature  of  sex  offender  registration 
information,  providing  the  pubiic  with  inaccurate  information  couid  cause 
reai  pubiic  safety  concerns.  For  instance,  if  registration  information  is 
disseminated  about  a  person  who  is  no  ionger  required  to  register  or  be 
posted  on  the  web  site,  that  person  may  be  subjected  to  undue 
harassment  or  even  danger.  Additionaiiy,  if  a  registrant  moves,  the 
person  who  occupies  the  registrant's  oid  address  may  be  mistakeniy 
harassed  or  injured.  And,  as  every  day  goes  by,  the  obsoiescence  of  the 
report  and  the  inaccuracies  contained  within  it  continue  to  grow.  Again, 
the  pubiic  interest  in  receiving  inaccurate  sex  offender  registration 
information  is  cieariy  outweighed  by  nondisciosure. 

Finaiiy,  we  receive  a  muititude  of  simiiar  requests  from  members  of  the 
pubiic,  especiaiiy  broadcast  and  print  media  outiets.  Depending  on  the 
voiume  and  requested  frequency  (i.e.,  daiiy,  weekiy,  monthiy)  of  such 
PRA  requests  ifwe  were  required  to  produce  sex  offender  registration 
database  information,  the  additionai  time  and  work  required  for 
responding  to  the  requests  couid  have  a  dramatic  impact  on  our  abiiity  to 
successfuiiy  perform  the  core  functions  of  CSAR,  which  in  turn  couid 
affect  pubiic  safety.

Associat  ted  Wilson  records  are  open  and  subject  to  inspection  by  and  disclosure  to  the  public,  unless  they 

es  are  "exempt  from  disclosure  by  express  provisions  of  law."  (Gov.  Code,  §  6253,  subd. 

(b).)  Section  6254,  subdivision  (k),  incorporates  confidentiality  privileges  set  forth 
elsewhere  in  law. 

Confidential  Records  Regarding  Dangerous  Weapons 

The  Department  has  determined  that  we  are  unable  to  comply  with  your  request.  The 
records  you  have  requested  about  dangerous  weapons  permits  are  confidential.  To 
the  extent  that  some  information  within  those  records  is  not  confidential,  it  would  be  so 


permits  issued  by  DOJ  for  the  possession  and  transportation  of  tear  gas  and  tear  gas 
weapons.  (Pen.  Code,  §  23000).  Aii  three  sections  provide  that  information  about 
those  permits  "shaii  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  peace  officer,  or  any  other  person 
designated  by  the  authority  issuing  the  permit."  (Pen.  Code,  §  33310,  subd.  (a), 

32660,  23020).  DOJ,  the  entity  that  issues  permits  for  short-barreied  shotguns,  short- 
barreied  rifles,  machineguns,  tear  gas,  and  tear  gas  weapons,  does  not  designate  any 
persons  outside  of  DOJ  other  than  any  peace  officer  to  inspect  the  permits.  (See  Cai. 
Code  Regs.,  tit.  11,  §  4125,  et  seq.)  Therefore,  the  maxim  of  "expressio  uni  us  est 
exciusio  aiterius"  appiies:  the  express  inciusion  of  some  things  in  a  statute  necessariiy 
means  the  exciusion  of  other  things  not  expressiy  inciuded.  (Fischer  v.  Los  Angeies 
Unified  Schooi  Dist.  (1999)  70  Cai.App.4th  87,  97.)  Because  state  iaw  severeiy 
restricts  the  dissemination  of  information  about  permits  for  short-barreied  shotguns, 
short-barreied  rifles,  machineguns,  tear  gas  and  tear  gas  weapons  and  does  not 
authorize  its  disciosure  to  the  pubiic  in  response  to  a  PRA  request,  the  information  is 
not  subject  to  disciosure  pursuant  to  the  PRA.  Section  31005,  subdivision  (b)  provides 
another  exemption  to  the  PRA  for  records  of  assauit  weapon  and  .50  BMG  rifle 
permits  issued  by  DOJ.  DOJ  issues  permits  for  the  importation,  possession, 
manufacture  and  saie  of  assauit  weapons  and  .50  BMG  rifles.  (Pen.  Code,  §  31005, 
subd.  (a).)  State  iaw  strictiy  iimits  the  manner  in  which  information  about  ownership  of 
assauit  weapons  and  .50  BMG  rifles  may  be  disseminated.  (See  Pen.  Code,§  30900- 
30965.)  For  exampie,  a  peace  officer  or  dispatcher  may  not  broadcast  over  a  poiice 
radio  that  an  individuai  has  registered  an  assauit  weapon  or  a  .50  BMG  rifle  with  DOJ. 
(Pen.  Code,§  31105,  subd.  (a).)  Such  information  may  oniy  be  transmitted  via  iaw 
enforcement  computers  when  those  computers  are  accessibie  oniy  to  peace  officers 
or  other  authorized  personnei.  (id.,  at  subd.  (c).)  State  iaw  aiso  provides  that  "the 
keeping  and  inspection"  of  DOJ  permits  for  assauit  weapons  are  subject  to  the  same 
iimitations  that  appiy  to  the  "keeping  and  inspection"  of  machinegun  permits.  (Pen. 
Code,§  31005,  subd.  (b).) 

Cieariy,  the  iegisiature  intended  information  about  permits  for  assauit  weapons  and 
.50  BMG  rifles  to  be  confidentiai  and  exempt  from  disciosure  in  response  to  a  PRA 
request,  just  as  it  intended  information  about  permits  for  short-barreied  shotguns  and 
short-barreied  rifles,  machineguns,  tear  gas,  and  tear  gas  weapons,  to  be  exempt  from 
disciosure  in  response  to  a  PRA  request. 

Likewise,  DOJ  issues  permits  for  the  importation,  exportation,  possession, 
transportation,  manufacture  and  saie  of  destructive  devices.  (Pen.  Code,§  18900, 
subds.  (a)  and  (b).)  State  iaw  does  not  specificaiiy  provide  for  "the  keeping  and 
inspection"  of  destructive  device  permit  information,  which  appears  to  be  a  iegisiative 
oversight.  Federai  iaw,  however,  severeiy  iimits  the  disciosure  and  use  of  such 
information.  For  exampie,  a  federai  record  regarding  a  destructive  device  (considered 
to  be  a  "firearm"  under  the  federai  Nationai  Firearms  Act  (NFA),just  iike  short-barreied 
shotguns,  short-barreied  rifles,  siiencers  and  machineguns  is  considered  to  be  a 
confidentiai  tax  record  that  may  not  be  disciosed  by  any  federai  empioyee  with  access 
to  the  record.  (26  U.S.C.  §  61 03(a),  United  States  v.  Freed(i971 )  401  U.S.  601 ,605- 
606.) 

The  records  cannot  even  be  reieased  to  a  state  iaw  enforcement  agency  that  is 
conducting  a  criminai  investigation.  (United  States  v.  Freed,  supra  401  U.S.  at  p.  605.) 
in  fact,  no  information  or  evidence  obtained  from  an  appiication,  registration,  or 
records  required  to  be  submitted  or  retained  in  compiiance  with  the  NFA  may  be  used, 
directiy  or  indirectiy,  as  evidence  against  the  person  who  registered  the  weapon  in  a 
criminai  proceeding  with  respect  to  a  vioiation  of  iaw  occurring  prior  to  or  concurrentiy 
with  the  fiiing  of  the  appiication  or  registration,  or  the  compiiing  of  the  records 
containing  the  information  or  evidence.  (26  U.S.C.  §  5848  (a).) 

There  are  severai  pubiic  safety  and  poiicy  reasons  why  information  about  permits  and 
iicenses  to  possess,  manufacture  and  seii  destructive  devices  shouid  not  be  subject  to 
pubiic  disciosure.  First,  as  their  name  suggests,  these  are  weapons  that  are  extremeiy 
dangerous.  They  are  inciuded  within  the  "two  narrow,  preciseiy  defined  groups  of 
highiy  dangerous  weapons"  are  "so  amenabie  to  antisociai  use  by  private  parties  as  to 
justify  the  strictest  reguiation"  because  they  have  "no  iegitimate  private  use  and 
constituted  a  substantiai  threat  to  pubiic  safety"  under  federai  iaw.  (US.  v.  Oba,  supra, 
448  F.2d  at  pp.  897-898.)  Second,  they  are  not  oniy  dangerous  to  the  pubiic,  but  aiso 
attractive  to  criminais.  (See  Suter  v.  City  of  Lafayette  (  1997)  57 
Cai.App.4th  1109,  1135  ["Aithough  persons  desiring  to  steai  firearms  might  attempt  to 


obtain  them  from  private  citizens,  there  usuaiiy  is  no  way  to  iearn  if  a  particuiar  person 
owns  a  firearm,  or  owns  the  desired  firearm,  it  therefore  is  not  irrationai  to  assume  that 
persons  desiring  to  steai  firearms  wouid  target  deaierships.''].)  Therefore,  information 
about  those  businesses  (some  of  which  may  not  be  open  to  the  pubiic)  that 
manufacture,  import,  export,  seii  and  use  destructive  devices  is  understandabiy  not 
appropriate  for  pubiic  disciosure.  Even  if  the  name  and  address  of  a  permit  hoider 
were  redacted  from  aii  appiication  materiais,  a  reasonabie  person  couid  stiii  determine 
the  identity  of  the  appiicant  because  of  the  unique  detaiis  of  the  justification  and 
business  pian  set  forth  in  the  appiication  and  the  other  supporting  documentation  in 
the  appiication. 

Considering  that  "destructive  devices  are  just  as  dangerous  as  short-barreied 
shotguns,  short-barreied  rifies  and  machine  guns  (See  United  States  v.  Oba  (9th  Cir., 
1971 )  448  F  .2d  892,  897  ["destructive  devices"  subject  to  reguiation  under  the  NF  A 
are  "items  of  heavy  miiitary  ordnance  that  had  no  iegitimate  private  use  and 
constituted  a  substantiai  threat  to  pubiic  safety,  iike  the  gangster-type  weapons 
theretofore  covered  by  the  Act”])  and  treated  simiiariy  to  those  other  weapons  in  terms 
of  disciosure  of  records  under  federai  iaw,  criminai  penaities  for  uniawfui  possession, 
transportation,  importation,  and  manufacture  under  state  iaw,  and  are  subject  to  the 
same  reguiatory  scheme  under  state  iaw  (See  Cai.  Code  Regs.,  tit.  11,  §  41 25,  et 
seq.),  there  is  no  reason  to  conciude  that  they  shouid  not  aiso  be  subject  to  the  same 
strict  ruies  regarding  disciosure  of  records  of  permits. 

Some  of  the  information  you  have  requested  is  contained  within  DOJ  records  of 
issuance  of  dangerous  weapons  permits.  (See  Cai.  Code  Regs.,  tit.  1 1,  §  4125,  et 
seq.)  Given  the  expiicit  iimitations  on  the  reiease  of  information  about  permits  for 
short-barreied  shotguns  and  short-barreied  rifies,  machineguns,  assauit  weapons,  tear 
gas  and  tear  gas  weapons,  the  extremeiy  strict  iimitations  in  federai  iaw  upon  the 
reiease  of  records  regarding  "firearms"  (inciuding  destructive  devices),  and  the  pubiic 
poiicy  considerations  for  the  confidentiality  of  permits  for  destructive  devices,  it  is 
clearly  reasonable  to  conclude  that  the  Legislature  did  not  intend  for  records  of 
applications  for  any  of  these  dangerous  weapons  permits  to  be  released  to  the  public 
in  response  to  a  PRA  request.  Therefore,  the  Bureau  of  Firearms  denies  your  request 
for  those  records. 

Unduly  Burdensome  Request 

A  government  agency  may  withhold  "any  record  by  demonstrating  that  the  record  in 
question  is  exempt  under  the  express  provisions  of  this  chapter  or  that  on  the  facts  of 
the  particular  case  the  public  interest  served  by  not  disclosing  the  record  clearly 
outweighs  the  public  interest  served  by  disclosure  of  the  record."  (Gov.  Code,§  6255, 
subd.  (a).)  In  weighing  the  competing  interests,  it  is  appropriate  to  consider  the 
expense  and  inconvenience  involved  in  segregating  nonexempt  from  exempt 
information  (American  Civil  Liberties  Foundation  v.  Deukmejian  (  1982)  32  Cal. 3d  440, 
452-53),  as  well  as  the  strength  of  the  public  interest  in  disclosure  of  the  information 
that  is  requested.  (CBS  v.  Block  (1986)  42  Cal. 3d  646,  654-55.) 

One  factor  to  consider  is  the  time  period  of  the  request.  A  request  for  five  years  of  the 
Governor's  calendars  and  schedules,  for  example,  is  unreasonable  according  to  the 
California  Supreme  Court.  (Times  Mirror  Co.  v.  Superior  Court  (1991}  53  Cal. 3d  1325, 
1345.}  In  Times  Mirror,  the  court  observed  that  "whatever  merit  disclosure  might 
otherwise  warrant  in  principle  is  simply  crushed  under  the  massive  weight  of  the  [Los 
Angeles]  Times*  request."  (Ibid.) 

The  breadth  of  a  request  is  even  more  significant  than  the  time  period  of  the  request. 
According  to  one  California  appellate  court,  "[ijt  is  the  nonspecific  and  unfocused 
nature  of  [a]  request  which  is  dispositive,  not  its  time  period."  (Rogers  v.  Superior 
Court  (1993}  19  Cal.App.4th  469,  480.}  In  Rogers,  a  newspaper  reporter  "requested 
the  wholesale  production  of  all  City-reimbursed  telephone  records  of  all  City  Council 
members  over  a  one-year  period."  (Ibid.) 

The  reporter  offered  to  make  a  more  focused  request  to  the  trial  court  so  that  the  court 
could  then  intelligently  review  the  telephone  records  in  camera.  The  appellate  court 
rejected  that  suggestion  and  stated  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  person  seeking 
public  records  to  submit  a  focused  request.  "Petitioner  should  have  presented  a 
specific  and  focused  request  to  the  City,  with  which  it  then  would  have  an  opportunity 
to  comply.  It  makes  no  sense  to  permit  an  individual  to  make  a  general,  unfocused 
request  for  records  to  the  public  agency  which  will  then  be  compelled  to  deny  it, 
thereby  ensuring  litigation.  The  request  to  the  agency  must  itself  be  focused  and 


specific."  (Rogers  v.  Superior  Court,  supra,  1 9  Cai.  App.4th  at  p.  481 .} 

Finaiiy,  it  is  appropriate  to  consider  the  time  and  expense  necessary  for  an  agency  to 
comply  with  a  request.  Government  Code  Section  6255  speaks  broadly  of  the  "public 
interest,"  a  phrase  which  encompasses  public  concern  with  the  cost  and  efficiency  of 
government.  (American  Civil  Liberties  Union  Foundation  v.  Deukmejian  (1982)  32 
Cal. 3d  440,  452  -53.)  In  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  Foundation,  the  ACLU 
requested  certain  index  cards  and  computer  printouts  held  by  DOJ.  The  California 
Supreme  Court  upheld  DOJ' s  refusal  to  provide  the  documents,  even  in  a  redacted 
form,  because  "segregation  of  personal  identifiers,  confidential  information,  and 
information  which  might  reveal  confidential  sources  will  be  so  burdensome,  and  will  so 
reduce  the  utility  of  disclosing  the  documents  to  the  ACLU,  that  the  public  interest  will 
not  be  served  by  requiring  disclosure  of  the  index  cards."  (Id.,  at  p.  444.) 

The  court  observed  that  "to  refuse  to  place  [the  burden  to  an  agency  of  compliance]  on 
the  section  6255  scales  would  make  it  poss  ble  for  any  person  requesting  information, 
for  any  reason  or  for  no  particular  reason,  to  impose  upon  a  governmental  agency  a 
limitless  obligation.  Such  a  result  would  not  be  in  the  public  interest."  (Id.,  at  p.  453.) 
The  request  for  any  and  all  documents  pertaining  to  the  categories  of  documents  you 
identified  imposes  an  unduly  burdensome  task  on  the  Department  given  the  scope  of 
the  request. 

Deliberative  Process  Privilege 

The  deliberative  process  privilege  exempts  from  disclosure  materials  that  would 
expose  an  agency's  decision  making  process  in  such  a  way  as  to  discourage  candid 
discussion  within  the  agency  and  thereby  undermine  the  agency's  ability  to  perform  its 
functions.  Even  if  the  content  of  a  document  is  purely  factual,  it  is  nonetheless  exempt 
from  public  scrutiny  if  it  is  actually  related  to  the  process  by  which  policies  are 
formulated  or,  if  it  is  inextricably  intertwined  with  policymaking  processes.  (Times 
Mirror  Co.  v.  Superior  Court  (1991)  53  Cal. 3d  1325.)  Records  that  reveal  deliberative 
processes  are  protected  through  application  of  Government  Code  section  6255. 

In  the  instant  case,  records  such  as  analyses,  draft  language,  and  memoranda 
concerning  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  a  particular  proposal  would  be  covered 
by  the  deliberative  process  privilege  and,  therefore,  absent  special  circumstances 
would  be  exempt  from  disclosure  under  Government  Code  section  6255. 
Attorney-Client  Privilege 

Some  of  the  records  that  you  are  seeking  are  exempt  from  disclosure  pursuant  to  the 
attorney-client  privilege.  Confidentiality  privileges  set  forth  elsewhere  in  law,  including 
the  attorney-client  privilege  contained  in  Evidence  Code  section  954  which  protects 
confidential  communications  between  the  attorney  and  the  client,  are  expressly 
incorporated  into  the  Public  Records  Act.  (Gov.  Code§  6254,  subd.  (k);  Roberts  v.  City 
of  Palmdale  (1993)  5  Cal.4th  363.) 

In  the  present  case,  the  attorneys  in  our  department  provide  legal  advice  to  the 
Attorney  General  and  his  designees.  Accordingly,  all  communications  between  the 
Attorney  General  or  his  designees  and  the  department's  attorneys  concerning 
regulations  are  confidential  communications  pursuant  to  the  attorney-client  privilege, 
and  are  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  Public  Records  Act. 

Attorney  Work  Product  Privilege 

The  attorney  work  product  exception  protects  the  confidentiality  of  any  writing  that 
reflects  an  attorney's  impressions,  conclusions,  opinions,  legal  research  or  legal 
theories  that  is  maintained  as  confidential.  (Code  Civ.  Proc.  section  2018.030.)  This 
confidentiality  provision  is  incorporated  into  the  Public  Records  Act  as  an  exemption 
from  disclosure.  (Gov.  Code,  section  6254,  subd.  (k);  County  of  Los  Angeles  v. 
Superior  Court  (2000)  82  Cal.App.4th  819,  833.) 

Records  such  as  confidential  analyses,  draft  language  and  memoranda  prepared  by 
the  attorneys  employed  with  the  Attorney  General's  Office  are  subject  to  the  work 
product  exception  and  are  consequently  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  Public 
Records  Act.  Government  Code  6254.19  provides  that  "Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall 
be  construed  to  require  the  disclosure  of  an  information  security  record  of  a  public 
agency,  if,  on  the  facts  of  the  particular  case,  disclosure  of  that  record  would  reveal 
vulnerabilities  to,  or  otherwise  increase  the  potential  for  an  attack  on,  an  information 
technology  system  of  a  public  agency."  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254.19.) 

Public  Interest  Exemption 

Section  6255,  the  public  interest  exemption,  also  precludes  the  public  disclosure  of 
information  when  the  public's  interest  in  keeping  the  information  confidential  outweighs

Apart  from  Attorney  General  Becema,  your  request  does  not  name  any  particular 
individual  within  the  California  Department  of  Justice  and  instead  appears  to  request 
we  search  the  emails  of  all  Department  employees  for  responsive  records.  /As  the 
Department  employs  approximately  5,000  people,  the  expense  and  inconvenience  of 
engaging  in  such  a  broad  and  unfocused  search  for  responsive  documents  would  not 
be  in  the  public  interest.  (Gov.  Code  §  6255;  /American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
Foundation  v.  Deukmejian  (1982)  32  CaL3d  440,  452-453.) 

Nevertheless,  in  an  effort  to  respond  to  your  request,  we  have  conducted  a  search  of 
email  records  of  employees  within  the  Attorney  General’s  executive  unit,  including 
Attorney  General  Becerra.  We  searched  for  communications  to  or  from  the  individuals 
at  the  National  Rifle  Association  identified  in  your  request,  along  with  emails  to  or  from 
email  addresses  with  the  domain  name  "nrahq.org."

I  am  seeking  the  information  that  is  available  on  the 
publicly-accessible  website 

(https://www.meganslaw.ca.gov/Search.aspx)  for  those 
offenders  who  are  registered  for  a  conviction  under  Penal 
Code  §  286  (Sodomy).  The  website  allows  users  to 
search  by  name  of  offender,  by  address,  by  city,  by  zip 
code,  by  county,  and  by  proximity  of  the  user’s  location, 
but  not  by  offense. 

Pursuant  to  Gov’t  Code  §  6253.9,  I  am  requesting  this 
information  in  an  electronic  format.  If  producing  the 
information  that  is  available  on  the  Megan’s  Law  website 
for  those  offenders  with  convictions  under  Penal  Code  § 
286  (Sodomy)  requires  "programming  and  computer 
services”  in  order  to  "produce  a  copy  of  the  record,”  I  am 
willing  to  pay  for  those  programming  services.

Comple  Michael  Unfortunately,  we  must  deny  your  PRA  request  for  the  following  reasons:  (I)  Public 
ted  Dolida  access  to  confidential  sex  offender  registration  information  is  controlled  by  Megan's 
Law  which,  for  database  integrity  reasons,  limits  such  access  to  real  time  internet 
searches  on  the  Megan's  Law  web  site;  and  (2)  Given  the  constantly-changing  nature 
of  the  Megan  Law's  database,  the  public's  interest  is  best  served  by  limiting  public 
access  to  confidential  sex  offender  registration  information  that  is  accurate  and  up-to- 
date. 

Megan's  Law  Provides  for  Internet  Access  Only 

Most  of  the  information  provided  by  registering  sex  offenders  during  the  registration 
process  is  confidential  (i.e.,  not  open  to  public  inspection).  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.021.) 
The  same  is  also  true  for  "criminal  offender  record  information"  kept  in  the  Department 
of  Justice's  California  Sex  and  Arson  Registry  ("CSAR"). 

However,  despite  the  confidential  nature  of  this  information,  California  provides 
members  of  the  public  with  limited  access  to  some  of  the  sex  offender  registration 
information  via  the  Megan's  Law  internet  web  site.  Specifically,  Penal  Code  section 
290.46  provides  that  "the  Department  of  Justice  shall  make  available  information 
concerning  persons  who  are  required  to  register  pursuant  to  Section  290  to  the  public 
via  an  Internet  Web  site  as  specified  in  this  section."  (Pen.  Code,§  290.46,  subd.  (a)(1), 
italics  added.)  The  statute  further  requires  the  department  to  "update  the  Internet  Web 
site  on  an  ongoing  basis."  (Ibid.)  As  mentioned  in  the  notes  to  this  code  section,  the 
Legislature  created  the  Megan's  Law  web  site  with  the  intent  "that  the  Department  of 
Justice  [  would]  continue  to  maximize  all  available  resources  to  ensure  the  highest 
degree  of  accuracy  in  the  sex  registration  database."  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats. 
2004.  ch  745,  §.  2.)  Additionally,  the  Legislature  enacted  Megan's  Law  with  the  intent 
that  "California's  infrastructure  for  collecting,  maintaining,  and  disseminating 
information  about  registered  sex  offenders  [  would]  be  retooled  to  ensure  that  law 
enforcement  and  the  public  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and  relevant 
information  about  registered  sex  offenders."  (Pen.  Code,§  290.46,  Stats  2006  ch.  337, 
§  2,  subd.  (c),  italics  added.)  Thus,  in  order  to  help  ensure  and  maintain  the  accuracy 
of  this  information,  the  Legislature  limited  the  public  dissemination  of  sex  offender 
registration  information  to  the  Megan's  Law  web  site. 

Government  Code  section  6254  sets  forth  various  exceptions  to  the  disclosure 
requirements  under  the  PRA.  Significantly  for  this  matter,  section  6254,  subdivision 
(k),  exempts  from  disclosure  "Records,  the  disclosure  of  which  is  exempted  or 
prohibited  pursuant  to  federal  or  state  law,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  provisions  of 
the  Evidence  Code  relating  to  privilege."  (Gov.  Code,§  6254,  subd.  (k),  italics  added.) 
Thus,  the  PRA  cannot  extend  the  public's  right  of  access  to  sex  offender  registration 
information  beyond  the  limitations  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  Megan's  Law. 
Consequently,  the  public's  right  of  access  to  this  information  is  limited  to  accessing  the 
Megan's  Law  database. 

The  Public  Interest  is  Best  Served  by  Limiting  Access  to  Current  and  Accurate 
Information 

In  your  request,  you  state  you  are  looking  for  offenders  who  are  registered  for  a 
conviction  pursuant  to  Penal  Code  section  286  (sodomy).  You  further  request  the 
Department  to  provide-at  a  minimum-  the  name,  known  aliases,  date  of  birth,  sex,  last 
known  address,  offenses,  and  date  of  conviction  (for  each  offense)  for  each  registrant 
that  are  accurate  at  the  time  the  search  is  conducted.  Under  Government  Code 
section  6255,  a  government  agency  may  withhold  disclosure  of  a  public  record  "by 
demonstrating  ...  that  on  the  facts  of  the  particular  case  the  public  interest  served  by 
not  disclosing  the  record  clearly  outweighs  the  public  interest  served  by  disclosure  of 


the  record.”  (Gov.  Code,  §6255,  subd.  (a).)  As  a  separate  legal  basis,  we  believe  the 
circumstances  In  this  case  necessitate  nondisclosure  of  the  records  that  you  seek 
from  us. 

The  Information  that  appears  on  the  Megan's  Law  web  site  Is  processed  through  a 
thirdparty  vendor.  The  purpose  of  the  web  site  Is  to  provide  members  of  the  public 
access  to  the  most  current  sex  offender  registrant  data.  Thus,  the  site,  which  Is 
updated  dally  to  reflect  any  new  additions,  deletions,  and  modifications  to  the 
registrant  database,  stores  and  displays  only  the  current  day's  data. 

The  Offender  Registration  Application  Support  (ORAS)  Team  Is  the  Internal  unit  within 
the  Department  of  Justice  that  provides  technology  support  and  maintenance  for 
CSAR,  the  State's  repository  for  sex  and  arson  registration  Information.  Every  day, 
ORAS  creates  a  FTP  file  which  contain  a  snapshot  of  the  registration  data  for  that  day. 
Our  vendor  then  downloads  that  file  from  our  secure  FTP  site  and  stores  the  file  on  the 
hard  drive  of  the  server  that  creates  the  files  used  for  the  web  site.  Specifically,  our 
vendor  runs  a  program  that  takes  that  day's  data  and  completely  recreates  the  data 
files  that  are  used  by  the  web  servers  to  provide  the  data  to  the  public.  Our  vendor 
does  not  employ  any  SQL  database  or  similar  database  for  this  process,  only 
temporary  ISAM  files.  No  transaction  or  other  record  keeping  measures  are  utilized. 
The  previous  day's  data  on  the  web  servers  Is  ovenwrltten  with  the  new  data.  The  data 
Is  also  overwritten  on  the  computer  where  these  dally  data  files  are  created. 

On  our  end,  ORAS  keeps  a  backup  for  seven  days  of  the  extract  file  that  Is  sent  to  our 
vendor.  However,  the  Information  on  the  backup  files  Is  not  a  mirror  Image  of  what 
appears  on  the  public  web  site  because  It  contains  Information  that  Is  excluded  from 
public  view  during  our  vendor's  processing  of  the  Information.  Additionally,  even  If  our 
vendor  reprocessed  the  Information  from  one  of  the  backup  files,  we  could  not  ensure 
the  accuracy  of  all  the  Information  because  of  the  ever-changing  nature  of  the 
registration  database.  In  other  words,  because  the  registration  database  changes  on  a 
dally  basis  (I.e.,  newly  added  registrants,  newly  removed  registrants,  and  changes  to 
registrant's  data)  even  a  delay  of  one  day  would  result  In  a  report  that  contained 
Inaccurate  data.  Such  results  do  not  comply  with  the  Legislature's  stated  Intent  "that 
the  Department  of  Justice  ...  ensure  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  In  the  sex 
registration  database"  (Pen.  Code,§  290.46,  Stats  2004  ch  745,  §.  2)  and  "ensure  that 
...  the  public  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and  relevant  Information  about 
registered  sex  offenders"  (Pen.  Code,§  290.46,  Stats  2006  ch  337,  §.  2,  subd.  (c)). 
While  we  understand  and  appreciate  that  you  are  not  concerned  with  the  ongoing 
accuracy  of  the  Information  provided,  the  law  requires  us  as  discussed  ante  to  provide 
the  public  updated  and  accurate  Information  on  an  ongoing  basis.  Due  to  the 
constantly  changing  nature  of  the  Information  In  the  registry,  a  "snapshot"  view  of  the 
Information  for  any  given  day  of  the  Megan's  Law  web  site  would  almost  certainly  be 
obsolete  the  following  day.  In  other  words,  the  day-old  "snapshot"  would  contain  some 
Information  that  should  have  been  removed,  and  It  would  be  missing  other  Information 
that  should  have  been  added.  Given  the  sensitive  nature  of  the  Information  at  Issue, 
we  cannot  allow  such  Inaccurate  records  to  exist.  The  problem  Is  further  compounded 
by  the  fact  that  If  we  provide  a  "snapshot"  for  one  member  of  the  public  we  have  to 
provide  a  "snapshot"  to  every  member  of  the  public  that  requests  It.  In  doing  so,  we 
would  be  creating  a  situation  wherein  an  untold  number  Inaccurate  "snapshots"  of  the 
database  would  exist. 

Furthermore,  given  the  highly  sensitive  nature  of  sex  offender  registration  Information, 
providing  the  public  with  Inaccurate  Information  could  cause  real  public  safety 
concerns.  For  Instance,  If  registration  Information  Is  disseminated  about  a  person  who 
Is  no  longer  required  to  register  or  be  posted  on  the  web  site,  that  person  may  be 
subjected  to  undue  harassment  or  even  danger.  Additionally,  If  a  registrant  moves,  the 
person  who  occupies  the  registrant's  old  address  may  be  mistakenly  harassed  or 
Injured.  And,  as  every  day  goes  by,  the  obsolescence  of  the  report  and  the 
Inaccuracies  contained  within  It  continue  to  grow. 

Finally,  we  receive  a  multitude  of  similar  requests  from  members  of  the  public, 
especially  broadcast  and  print  media  outlets.  Depending  on  the  volume  and  requested 
frequency  (I.e.,  dally,  weekly,  monthly)  of  such  PRA  requests  If  we  were  required  to

The  deliberative  process  privilege  exempts  from  disclosure  materials  that  would 
expose  an  agency's  decision  making  process  in  such  a  way  as  to  discourage  candid 
discussion  within  the  agency  and  thereby  undermine  the  agency's  ability  to  perform  its 
functions.  Even  if  the  content  of  a  document  is  purely  factual,  it  is  nonetheless  exempt 
from  public  scrutiny  if  it  is  actually  related  to  the  process  by  which  policies  are 
formulated  or,  if  it  is  inextricably  intertwined  with  policymaking  processes.

This 
confidentiality  provision  is  also  incorporated  into  the  Act  as  an  exemption  from 
disclosure.  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k);  County  of  Los  Angeles  v.  Superior  Court 
(2000)  82  Cal.App.4th  819,  833.) 

Records  such  as  confidential  analyses,  draft  language  and  memoranda  prepared  by 
the  attorneys  employed  with  the  Attorney  General's  Office  are  subject  to  the  work 
product  exception  and  are  consequently  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  Act. 

In  addition,  in  order  to  protect  the  personal  security  of  the  Attorney  General  and  his 
staff,  we  will  not  produce  documents  or  information  about  the  Attorney  General's 
security  detail  or  other  Department  of  Justice  security-related  information.  (Gov.  Code, 
§§  6254,  subd.  (f);  6255.)  Information  to  protect  the  security  of  the  Attorney  General 
will  be  redacted  from  documents  that  contain  other  non-exempt  information.

pubiic  records;  and  pursuant  to  Penai  Code  11076, 
access  to  criminai  history  records  is  restricted  to 
agencies  that  are  statutoriiy  authorized  to  receive  such 
records.  See  Letter  from  J.  Tackett  to  A.  Zamora,  dated 
Jan.  8,  2018. 

This  position  is  not  supported  by  the  iaw.  The  ACLU

Government  Code  section  6254,  subdivision  (f), 
expressly  exempts  from  disclosure  investigatory  and  security  files  of  the  Attorney 
General  including  complaints  about  unlawful  practices.  (See  Dick  Williams  v.  Superior 
Court  (1993)  5  Cal.4th  337,  354.) 

Investigative  records  do  not  lose  their  exempt  status  due  to  a  failure  to  prosecute,  or 
the  close  of  an  investigation.  (Id.  at  p.  355  ["While  there  may  be  reasons  of  policy  that 
would  support  a  time  limitation  on  the  exemption  for  investigatory  files,  such  a 
limitation  is  virtually  impossible  to  reconcile  with  the  language  and  history  of 
subdivision  (f)."].) 

Deliberative  Process  Privilege  (§  6255) 

The  deliberative  process  privilege  is  applied  to  the  PRA  through  section  6255.  It 
exempts  from  disclosure  materials  that  would  expose  an  agency's  decision  making 
process  in  such  a  way  as  to  discourage  candid  discussion  within  the  agency  and 
thereby  undermine  the  agency's  ability  to  perform  its  functions,  such  that  the  public 
interest  in  maintaining  this  privilege  outweighs  any  public  interest  in  disclosing  the 
information  in  question.  Even  if  the  content  of  a  document  is  purely  factual,  it  is 
nonetheless  exempt  from  public  scrutiny  if  it  is  actually  related  to  the  process  by  which 
policies  are  formulated  or,  if  it  is  inextricably  intertwined  with  policymaking  processes. 
(Times  Mirror  Co.  v.  Superior  Court  (1 991 )  53  Cal. 3d  1 325,  1 342.)

Firearms  records  retained  by  the  DOJ  as 
described  in  Section  11106  are  subject  to  disclosure  only  to  the  individuals  listed  in 
Section  11105.

Thus,  much  I  ke  the  CJIS  Guide,  the  NCIC  Manual  generally  does  not  limit  an 
agency's  discretion  to  cancel  a  record. 

April  5,  clarification  offered:  When  we  spoke  earlier  this  week,  you  asked  me  to  clarify 
with  the  appropriate  program  how/when  missing  persons  records  are  transferred 
between  ORIs.  When  an  agency  requests  to  have  a  missing  persons  record 
transferred  to  DOJ's  ORI,  the  DOJ  re-enters  the  information  as  a  new  record  under 
DOJ’s  ORI.  When  that  is  complete,  the  DOJ  then  deletes  the  original  missing  persons 
record  from  the  requesting  agency's  ORI. 

April  10,  2018  response  to  follow  up:  Unfortunately,  we  do  not  have  any  email 
correspondence  between  the  California  Attorney  General’s  Office  and  the  San  Joaquin 
County  Sheriff’s  Department  or  internally  between  California  Attorney  General’s  Office 
employees  regarding  the  10  missing  persons  records  that  were  transferred  from  the 
San  Joaquin  County  Sheriff’s  Department  to  the  California  Attorney  General’s  Office 
ORI  in  2010.  As  noted  in  the  response,  the  requests  and  subsequent  correspondence 
occurred  via  telephone.  In  an  attempt  to  be  as  transparent  as  possible,  we  provided 
the  action  logs  contained  within  each  individual’s  record/file  that  document  the 
request/transfer. 

The  Department  has  one  individual  processing  license  requests.  There  have  been  285 
license  requests  since  January  1 , 2018.  State  law  does  not  dictate  how  long  the 
Department  has  to  process  a  license  request.

Unspecific  and  unfocused  requests  for  government  records 
under  the  Public  Records  Act  are  contrary  to  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Records  Act, 
and  requestors  should  provide  specific,  focused  requests  In  order  to  give  agencies  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  respond.

On  March  28,  2018,  Ms.  Zabala  submitted  a  request  to 
the  Department  for  a  "database,  list  or  any  equivalent 
document  of  active  5150,  5-151  and  5152  holds  replied  to 
the  California  Department  of  Justice  each  fiscal  year 
since  2012  from  San  Diego  County  facilities."  On  April  10, 
2018,  the  Department  stated  that  it  does  not  maintain  the 
requested  information  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business 
and  special  programming  would  thus  be  required  to 
generate  it. 

Accordingly,  the  Department  asked  Ms.  Zabala  to  pay 
$454.24,  the  cost  for  an  Information  Technology 
Specialist  to  compile  the  information  sought.  Copies  of 
Ms.  Zabala's  request  and  the  Department's  response  are 
attached  as  Exhibits  A  and  B,  respectively. 

We  respectfully  disagree  with  the  Department's  decision 
to  require  a  fee.  The  Department  explicitly  stated  that  the 
fee  was  to  generate  the  requested  information  in  the  first 
instance.  While  an  agency  may  require  a  requester  to 
pay  for  the  cost  to  compile  already  existing  electronic 
data  or  to  extract  information  from  an  electronic  record, 
an  agency  may  not  charge  a  fee  for  expenses  associated 
with  the  initial  gathering  of  the  information  or  conversion 
of  that  information  into  an  electronic  format.  See  Ops. 

Cal.  Atty.  Gen.  04-1105  (2005).  Requiring  a  fee  to 
generate  the  records  requested  by  Ms.  Zabala  therefore 
directly  contradicts  the  Attorney  General's  clear 
proh  bition  against  charging  fees  for  the  initial  gathering 
of  records.

The  attorney  work-product  exception  protects  the  confidentiality  of  any  writing  that 
reflects  an  attorney's  impressions,  conclusions,  opinions,  legal  research  or  legal 
theories  that  is  maintained  as  confidential.  (Code  Civ.  Proc.  section  2018.030.)  This 
confidentiality  provision  is  incorporated  into  the  Public  Records  Act  as  an  exemption 
from  disclosure.  (Gov.  Code  §  6254,  subd.  (k);  County  of  Los  Angeles  v.  Superior 
Court  (2000)  82  Cal.App.4th  819,  833  .) 

Records  such  as  confidential  analyses,  draft  language  and  memoranda  prepared  by 
the  attorneys  employed  with  the  Attorney  General's  Office  are  subject  to  the  work- 
product  exception  and  are  consequently  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  Public 
Records  Act. 

Pending  Litigation  Exemption 

Agencies  may  withhold  the  disclosure  of  records  pertaining  to  pending  litigation  to 
which  the  public  agency  is  a  party  until  the  pending  litigation  has  been  finally 
adjudicated  or  otherwise  settled.  (Gov.  Code.  §  6254  subd.  (b).) 


The  pending  litigation  exemption  does  not  duplicate  the  attorney  work  product 
exemption  but  is  broader  and  covers  documents  prepared  by  the  agency  in 
anticipation  of,  or  for  use  in,  litigation.  (County  of  I, os  Angeles  v.  Superior  Court 
(Axelrad)  (2000)  82  Cal.App.4th  819,  831; 

Fairley  v.  Superior  Court  (1998)  66  Cal.App.4th  1414,  1422.) 

Deliberative  Process  Privilege 

The  deliberative  process  privilege  exempts  from  disclosure  materials  that  would 
expose  an  agency's  decision  making  process  in  such  a  way  as  to  discourage  candid 
discussion  within  the  agency  and  thereby  undermine  the  agency's  ability  to  perform  its 
functions.  Even  if  the  content  of  a  document  is  purely  factual,  it  is  nonetheless  exempt 
from  public  scrutiny  if  it  is  actually  related  to  the  process  by  which  policies  are 
formulated  or,  if  it  is  inextricably  intertwined  with  policymaking  processes.  (Times 
Mirror  Co.  v.  Superior  Court  (1991)  53  Cal. 3d  1325.)  Records  that  reveal  deliberative 
processes  are  protected  through  application  of  Government  Code  section  6255. 

In  the  instant  case,  records  such  as  analyses,  draft  language,  and  memoranda 
concerning  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  a  particular  proposal  or  issues  in  the 
case  would  be  covered  by  the  deliberative  process  privilege  and,  therefore,  absent 
special  circumstances  would  be  exempt  from  disclosure  under  Government  Code 
section  6255.

A.  Overbroad 

As  a  preliminary  matter,  your  request  is  overbroad 
and  burdensome.  The  Attorney  General's  Office 
does  most  of  its  filing  by  case,  not  by  issue.  The 
issue  of  "clear  and  reasonable"  warnings  comes  up 
in  virtually  every  Proposition  65  case,  even  if  just  in 
the  context  of  stating  that  the  safe  harbor  warning 
was  "clear  and  reasonable"  and  consistent  with  the 
statute  and  regulations.  Your  request  would 
therefore  require  us  to  go  through  all  of  our  extant 
materials  from  the  last  thirty  years.  Further, 
because  the  request  seeks  all  records  that  address 
whether  a  warning  complies  with  Proposition  65,  it 
could  potentially  relate  to  every  settlement  the  AG 
has  done  in  Proposition  65  in  which  we  inform  the 
court  that  the  settlement,  which  includes  a  warning, 
complies  with  the  statute  and  regulations. 

Reviewing  all  of  the  case  files  could  take  months  of 
work  and  would  not  likely  lead  to  the  production  of 
relevant  documents. 

The  expense  and  inconvenience  of  engaging  in 
such  a  limitless  search  of  documents  would  not  be 
in  the  public  interest.  (Gov.  Code§  6255;  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  Foundation  v.  Deukmejian 
(1982)  32  Cal.3d  440,  452-453.)  Consequently,  we 
will  be  unable  to  provide  you  with  any  records 
under  the  request  as  it  is  currently  formulated. 
Although  the  Attorney  General 's  Office  will  not 
conduct  a  search  responsive  to  your  original 
request,  in  a  good  faith  effort  to  provide  you  with 
relevant  documents  on  a  timely  basis,  we  have 
construed  your  request  to  call  for  a  narrower  subset 
of  documents  that  is  neither  overbroad  nor  unduly 
burdensome.  Thus,  we  have  identified  the  current 
employees  who  work  most  directly  on  Proposition 
65  cases,  have  had  each  person  identify  the  cases 
he  or  she  worked  on  or  were  aware  of  in  which 
alternatives  to  the  "safe  harbor"  warning  under 
Proposition  65  were  specifically  discussed,  and 
have  searched  the  electronic  files  of  those  cases  to 
find  documents  responsive  to  your  request.  In 
addition,  we  have  reviewed  the  electronic  files  of 
those  cases  in  which  we  have  commented  on 
private  party  settlements  under  Proposition  65,  as 
well  as  files  of  those  cases  that  deal  with  general 
Proposition  65  issues,  to  determine  if  there  are  any 
documents  in  those  files  that  are  responsive  to  your 
request.  We  do  not  intend  to  provide  any 
documents  filed  in  National  Wheat  Growers  et  al.  v. 
Zeise  et  al.,  since  you  and  your  law  firm  are  already 
in  possession  of  those  documents. 

We  are  also  undertaking  a  key  word  search  of  the 
e-mail  communications  for  those  employees  who 
work  or  worked  most  directly  on  Proposition  65  to 
determine  if  we  can  find  any  non-privileged  e-mails 
that  address  alternatives  to  the  safe  harbor 
warning.  We  will  start  with  the  search  terms  "safe 
harbor  warning,"  "safe-harbor  warning,"  "warning 
language"  and  "clear  and  reasonable,"  and 
potentially  narrow  the  search  further  based  on  the 
results  these  terms  return.

B.  Exemptions  from  Disclosure

("OEHHA'').  Accordingly,  all  communications 
between  the  Attorney  General  or  his  designees  and 
OEHHA  concerning  clear  and  reasonable  warnings 
under  Proposition  65,  where  the  Attorney  General 
was  acting  in  his  role  as  counsel  to  OEHHA,  are 
confidential  communications  pursuant  to  the 
attorney-client  privilege,  and  are  exempt  from 
disclosure  under  the  Public  Records  Act  and  will 
not  be  disclosed. 

2.  Confidential  Attorney  Work  Product 

The  attorney  work  product  exception  protects  the 
confidentiality  of  any  writing  that  reflects  an 
attorney's  impressions,  conclusions,  opinions,  legal 
research  or  legal  theories  that  is  maintained  as 
confidential.  (Code  Civ.  Proc.  section  2018.030.) 
This  confidentiality  provision  is  incorporated  into 
the  Public  Records  Act  as  an  exemption  from 
disclosure.  (Gov.  Code,  section  6254,  subd.  (k); 
County  of  Los  Angeles  v.  Superior  Court  (2000)  82 
Cal.App.4th  819,  833.) 

Accordingly,  we  will  not  disclose  any  internal 
communications  between  personnel  in  the  Attorney 
General 's  Office  concerning  warnings  under 
Proposition  65.  Similarly,  draft  litigation  documents 
and  memoranda  prepared  by  the  attorneys 
employed  with  the  Attorney  General 's  Office  are 
subject  to  the  work  product  exception,  are  exempt 
from  disclosure  under  the  Public  Records  Act,  and 
will  not  be  produced.  Finally,  confidential 
communications  with  attorneys  at  the  District 
Attorneys'  Offices  concerning  enforcement  of 
Proposition  65  will  not  be  disclosed. 

3.  Confidential  Communications  with  Private 
Parties 

Information  gathered  by  a  government  agency 
under  assurances  of  confidentiality  may  be 
withheld  if  it  is  in  the  public  interest  to  do  so.  The 
official  information  privilege  appears  in  Evidence 
Code  section  1040  and  is  incorporated  into  the 
Public  Records  Act  through  section  6254(k). 
Evidence  Code  section  1040(b  )(2)  provides  that  a 
government  agency  may  refuse  to  disclose  "official 
information,"  where  "there  is  a  necessity  for 
preserving  the  confidentiality  of  the  information  that 
outweighs  the  necessity  for  disclosure  in  the 


interest  of  justice(.)''  In  addition  to  the  above, 
Government  Code  section  6255  provides  that  the 
agency  may  withhoid  a  document  where  "on  the 
facts  of  the  particuiar  case  the  pubiic  interest 
served  by  not  making  the  record  pubiic  cieariy 
outweighs  the  pubiic  interest  served  by  disciosure 
of  the  record." 

Attorney  Generai  communications  with  private 
parties  either  pursuant  to  an  investigation  of  a 
matter,  or  in  the  context  of  settiement  discussions 
or  potentiai  objections  to  settiements  are  frequentiy 
conducted  with  an  understanding  of  confidentiaiity 
on  both  sides.  This  confidentiaiity  must  be 
protected  in  order  to  maintain  the  abiiity  ofthe 
Attorney  Generai  to  conduct  investigations,  to 
resoive  iitigation,  and  to  work  with  private  parties  to 
ensure  that  settiements  compiy  with  the  iaw. 
Maintaining  the  confidentiaiity  of  those 
communications  is  necessary  to  aiiow  the  Attorney 
Generai  to  conduct  his  roie  as  the  chief  iaw 
enforcement  officer  under  Proposition  65,  and  as 
the  entity  that  oversees  private  party  enforcement. 
Without  some  promise  of  confidentiaiity,  private 
parties,  whether  they  are  piaintiffs  or  defendants, 
wiii  be  unwiiiing  to  meet  and  confer  with  the 
Attorney  Generai  to  discuss  settiements  and 
resoiutions  of  issues.  The  interest  of  the  Attorney 
Generai  in  being  abie  to  accompiish  his  duties 
outweighs  any  interest  the  pubiic  may  have  in  the 
confidentiai  documents.

We  stated  that  we  would  start 
with  the  search  terms  "safe  harbor  warning,"  "safe- 
harbor  warning,"  "warning  language"  and  "clear  and 
reasonable,"  and  potentially  narrow  the  search 
further  based  on  the  results  these  terms  return.  We 
have  now  completed  our  e-mail  search  of  the 
relevant  employees.  Our  initial  use  of  the  above 
search  terms  yielded  an  excessive  number  of 
documents  (35,000)  that  made  it  infeasible  for  us  to 
review.  We  ultimately  narrowed  the  search  to  "clear 
and  reasonable."  We  are  producing  those 
documents  that  are  responsive  to  your  request  and 
are  not  otherwise  exempt  from  disclosure  as 
attorney  client  communications  (Govt.  Code,  §

However,  Caiifornia 
law  restricts  the  disclosure  of  this  information  "to 
the  officers  referred  to  in  [Penal  Code]  Section 
1 1 1 05."  (Pen.  Code,  §  1 1 1 06,  subd.  (a).) 

California  courts  have  consistently  upheld  this 
restriction.  (See  Hill  v.  Superior  Court  (1974)  10 
Cal. 3d  812,  818.)  Consequently,  the  data  on 
firearm  owners  (even  if  names  and  serial  numbers 
are  redacted)  is  not  subject  to  public  disclosure  in 
response  to  a  PRA  request.  (Younger  v.  Berkeley 
City  Council  (  1975)  45  Cal.  App.  3d  825,  832  (The 
"restrictions  upon  release  of  such  information  are 
so  carefully  set  out  in  the  Penal  Code  sections 
11106,  11081  and  11105  ...  that  it  is  inconceivable 
that  the  general  terms  of  the  Public  Records  Act 
were  intended  to  render  them  void.".)

As  a  preliminary  matter,  we  note  that  under  the 
Public  Records  Act  government  records  are  open 
and  subject  to  inspection  by  and  disclosure  to  the 
public,  unless  they  are  "exempt  from  disclosure  by 
express  provisions  of  law."  (Gov.  Code,  §  6253, 
subd.  (b).)  Section  6254,  subdivision  (k), 
incorporates  confidentiality  privileges  set  forth 
elsevt4iere  in  law. 

Penal  Code  Section  11106  requires  DOJ  to  retain 
certain  fireanns  information,  including  copies  of 
fingerprints,  copies  of  CCW  permits,  and 
“information  reported  to  the  Department  of  Justice 
pursuant  to  Section  26225.”  DOJ  must  disclose  this 
information  "upon  proper  application  ...  to  the 
officers  refen'ed  to  in  Section  1 1 105."

You  stated  that  this  list  is  not  intended  to  be  an 
exclusive  list  of  cities,  and  reiterated  that  you  seek 
communications  with  any  California  cities  that  have 
opposed  these  three  bills,  even  if  they  are  not  on 
the  list  you  provided.

The  Response  letter  states:  "In  regard  to  items  (17)  and  (18),  the  information  you  have 
requested  is  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  PRA.  CLETS  is  a  telecommunications  system 
created  exclusively  for  the  use  of  law  enforcement  agencies,  and  is  not  available  to  members 
of  the  public.  (Gov.  Code,  section  15152-15153.)  These  confidentiality  provisions  are 
incorporated  into  the  PRA  through  section  6254,  subdivision  (k)  which  incorporates 
confidentiality  provisions  contained  elsewhere  in  state  or  federal  law  into  the  PRA.  Similarly, 
web  Cal-Photo  or  direct  interface  DMV  connections  created  for  CLETS  users  by  the  DOJ  are 
similarly  exempt  as  access  to  these  databases  is  provided  exclusively  to  law  enforcement 
agencies  for  the  conduct  of  official  business.  The  Legislature  has  already  made  its 
determination  regarding  the  confidentiality  of  CLETS  activity  and  thereby  has  established  that 
the  public  interest  in  nondisclosure  of  both  the  data  acquired  by  the  law  enforcement 
agencies  and  DOJ’s  records  of  those  same  transactions  regarding  the  same  users  under  the 
same  circumstances  clearly  outweighs  the  public  interest  in  disclosure  (See  Gov.  Code 
section  6255  [records  exempt  where  public  interest  in  nondisclosure  clearly  outweighs  public 
interest  in  disclosure].)  Because  your  request  seeks  confidential  law  enforcement  information 
that  is  exempt  from  disclosure,  we  must  decline  your  request.” 

As  an  initial  matter,  we  would  like  to  clarify  the  scope  of  Requests  17  and  18.  We  are  seeking 
the  following  information  related  to  the  transactions  by  DHS  and/or  its  subcomponents  in  Cal- 
Photo  and  CLETS  from  January  1, 2017:  (1)  the  date  and  time  of  the  transaction;  (2)  the 
transaction  type  (i.e.,  which  databases  were  searched);  (3)  any  reason  or  purpose  codes  or 
"Reason  for  Access”  entered  as  part  of  the  search;  (4)  the  specific  agency  conducting  the 
search. 

We  are  not  seeking  the  names  or  other  personally  identifying  information  about  the  subject  of 
the  search.  A  telephone  call  may  be  helpful  to  determine  what  information  may  be  available  in 
response  to  these  requests  and  how  our  requests  could  be  modified  to  address  the  concerns 
expressed  in  the  Response  letter. 

To  address  the  exemptions  raised  in  the  Response  letter,  neither  of  the  exemptions  to  the 
CPRA  applies  here.  First,  California  Government  Code  §  6254(k)  exempts  from  disclosure 
"[rjecords,  the  disclosure  of  which  is  exempted  or  proh  bited  pursuant  to  federal  or  state  law, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  provisions  of  the  Evidence  Code  relating  to  privilege.”  No  federal 
or  state  law  exempts  or  proh  bits  the  disclosure  of  records  documenting  access  to  and 
searches  of  DMV  databases  in  CLETS  by  DHS  and/or  its  subcomponents.  DOJ  points  to 
Government  Code  §§  15152,  15153  as  “confidentiality”  provisions,  but  these  sections  neither 
exempt  CLETS  records  from  the  CPRA  nor  proh  bit  the  disclosure  of  records  from  CLETS 
pursuant  to  a  CPRA  request.  Indeed,  sections  15152  and  15153  do  not  speak  to 
confidentiality  of  CLETS  records  at  all.  1  The  plain  text  of  these  sections  limits  “use”  of 
CLETS  to  law  enforcement  agencies  and  for  “official  business,”  but  does  not  limit  public 
access  to  records  of  “official  business”  conducted  by  public  agencies  on  CLETS.  Reading 
these  sections  as  “confidentiality”  provisions  goes  beyond  the  plain  text  and  imports  an 
exemption  into  the  CPRA  that  appears  nowhere  in  the  statute.  See  also  Cal.  Constitution  Art. 

I  Sec.  3(b)(2)  (“A  statute  .  .  .  shall  be  .  .  .  narrowly  construed  if  it  limits  the  right  of  access.”). 
Second,  California  Government  Code  §  6255(a)  states  in  relevant  part,  “The  agency  shall 
justify  withholding  any  record  by  demonstrating  .  .  .  that  on  the  facts  of  the  particular  case  the 
public  interest  served  by  not  disclosing  the  record  clearly  outweighs  the  public  interest  served 
by  disclosure  of  the  record.”  DOJ  has  failed  to  meet  even  the  initial  showing  required  by  this 
exemption.  It  has  not  stated  how  the  public  interest  would  be  served  by  not  disclosing  the 
searches  or  access  by  DHS  and/or  its  subcomponents  to  DMV  databases  on  CLETS. 
California  Government  Code  §§  15152-15153  does  not  set  forth  any  determination  by  the 
Legislature  that  nondisclosure  of  CLETS  activity  is  in  the  public  interest.  These  code  sections 
neither  reference  the  poss  bility  of  disclosure  pursuant  to  the  CPRA,  nor  express  a  view  on 
whether  such  disclosure  is  permiss  ble  or  proh  bited.  Further,  even  if  the  public  interest  was 
served  by  nondisclosure,  DOJ  fails  to  go  beyond  conclusory  language  to  explain  how  this 
interest  clearly  outweighs  the  public  interest  served  by  disclosing  records  of  access  to  and 
searches  of  DMV  databases  by  DHS  and/or  its  subcomponents.  In  light  of  expanded  civil 
immigration  enforcement  by  federal  agencies  in  California,  there  is  a  significant  public  interest 
in  obtaining  records  of  when  and  how  often  federal  agencies  obtain  information  about

Communications  made  via  the  Cal-Photo  network  are  similarly 
exempt  under  the  balancing  test,  investigatory  exemption,  and 
Penal  (Pen.)  Code  section  11105  as  explained  below.  Cal- 
Photo  is  a  network  created  for  law  enforcement  agencies  who 
are  already  CLETS  users  as  an  augmentation  to  CLETS.

And  finally, 
most  Cal-Photo  communications  are  already  exempt  as 
Investigatory  records  under  Government  Code,  section  6254, 
subdivision  (f). 

In  regard  to  the  permissible  "reason  codes,"  "purpose  codes," 
or  other  explanations  of  Individual  Inquiries  that  DHS  and/or  Its 
subcomponents  may  provide  In  order  to  obtain  DMV 
Information  through  NIets,  we  do  not  have  responsive 
documents  as  we  do  not  have  access  to  that  Information.  We 
suggest  contacting  NIets  for  these  records. 

Request  14:  It  Is  unclear  which  responsive  documents  contain 
the  "recommendations  of  permission  reason  codes  for 
accessing  the  DMV  information. "  Please  specify  which 
document  contains  these  recommendations. 

Further,  the  Response  addresses  only  CLETS,  but  not  Cal- 
Photo.  Specifically,  the  Response  does  not  provide  records 
regarding  the  approval  process  to  determine  whether  the 
"Reason  for  Access"  provided  by  DHS  and/or  its 
subcomponents  as  part  of  its  inquiries  is  sufficient  to  obtain 
information  or  records  from  the  DMV  through  Cal-Photo.

Further,  the  Response  references  only  Cal-Photo,  but  does 
not  include  records  for  CLETS.  Please  provide  records  of 
audits  conducted  of  the  access  to  and  use  by  DHS  and/or  its 
subcomponents  of  DMV  information  available  through  CLETS. 
Response: 

In  regard  to  Request  16,  the  DOJ  does  not  have  CA  DMV- 
specific  audits  responsive  to  this  request.  However,  audits  of 
all  agencies  accessing  criminal  history  information  via  CLETS 
are  required  triennially.  Since  January  1, 2017,  only  one 
CLETS  audit  of  DHS  and/or  its  subcomponents  has  been 
completed:  a  report  issued  by  Client  Services  Program  on 
January  11, 2017  found  that  Imperial  County  ICE  was 
considered  "in  compliance"  with  federal  and  state  policies 
(findings  letter  attached:  "CLETS-Audit  Report  Letter"). 
Furthermore,  attached  please  find  DHS  and/or  its 


subcomponents'  annual  self-reported  misuse  of  CLETS,  which 
Is  required  to  be  prepared  by  agencies  that  have  access  to 
CLETS.  Cal-Photo  does  not  log  audit  searches,  therefore 
does  not  have  responsive  documents.  Request  17  &  Request 
1 8:  As  an  Initial  matter,  we  would  I  ke  to  clarify  the  scope  of 
Requests  17  and  18.  We  are  seeking  the  following  Information 
related  to  the  transactions  by  DHS  and/or  Its  subcomponents 
In  Cal-Photo  and  CLETSfrom  January  1, 2017:  (1)  the  date 
and  time  of  the  transaction;  (2)  the  transaction  type  (I.e.,  which 
databases  were  searched);  (3)  any  reason  or  purpose  codes 
or  "Reason  for  Access"  entered  as  part  of  the  search;  (4)  the 
specific  agency  conducting  the  search.  We  are  not  seeking 
the  names  or  other  personally  Identifying  Information  about  the 
subject  of  the  search.  A  telephone  call  may  be  helpful  to 
determine  what  Information  may  be  available  In  response  to 
these  requests  and  how  our  requests  could  be  modified  to 
address  the  concerns  expressed  In  the  Response  letter. 

To  address  the  exemptions  raised  In  the  Response  letter, 
neither  of  the  exemptions  to  the  CP  RA  applies  here.  First, 
California  Government  Code§  6254{k)  exempts  from 
disclosure  "[rjecords,  the  disclosure  of  which  Is  exempted  or 
proh  bited  pursuant  to  federal  or  state  law.  Including,  but  not 
limited  to,  provisions  of  the  Evidence  Code  relating  to 
privilege.  "No  federal  or  state  law  exempts  or  prohibits  the 
disclosure  of  records  documenting  access  to  and  searches  of 
DMV  databases  In  CLETS  by  DHS  and/or  Its  subcomponents. 
DOJ  points  to  Government  Code§§  15152,  15153  as 
"confidentiality"  provisions,  but  these  sections  neither  exempt 
CLETS  records  from  the  CPRA  nor  prohibit  the  disclosure  of 
records  from  CLETS  pursuant  to  a  CPRA  request. 

Indeed,  sections  15152  and  15153  do  not  speak  to 
confidentiality  of  CLETS  records  at  all.  The  plain  text  of  these 
sections  limits  "use"  of  CLETS  to  law  enforcement  agencies 
and/or  "official  business, "  but  does  not  limit  public  access  to 
records  of  "official  business"  conducted  by  public  agencies  on 
CLETS.  Reading  these  sections  as  "confidentiality"  provisions 
goes  beyond  the  plain  text  and  Imports  an  exemption  Into  the 
CP  RAthat  appears  nowhere  In  the  statute.  See  also  Cal. 
Constitution  Art.  I  Sec.  3  (b)(2)  ("A  statute  ...  shall  be  .  .. 
narrowly  construed  If  It  limits  the  right  of  access. "). 

Second,  California  Government  Code§  6255(a)  states  In 
relevant  part,  "The  agency  shall  justify  withholding  any  record 
by  demonstrating  .  ..  that  on  the  facts  of  the  particular  case  the 
public  Interest  served  by  not  disclosing  the  record  clearly 
outweighs  the  public  Interest  served  by  disclosure  of  the 
record."  DOJ  has  failed  to  meet  even  the  Initial  showing 
required  by  this  exemption.  It  has  not 
stated  how  the  public  Interest  would  be  served  by  not 
disclosing  the  searches  or  access  by  DHS  and/or  Its 
subcomponents  to  DMV  databases  on  CLETS. 

California  Government  Code§§  15152-15153  does  not  set 
forth  any  determination  by  the  Legislature  that  nondisclosure 
of  CLETS  activity  Is  In  the  public  Interest.  These  code  sections 
neither  reference  the  poss  blllty  of  disclosure  pursuant  to  the 
CPRA,  nor  express  a  view  on  whether  such  disclosure  Is 
permiss  ble  or  proh  bited.  Further,  even  If  the  public  Interest 
was  served  by  nondisclosure,  DOJ  falls  to  go  beyond 
conclusory  language  to  explain  how  this  Interest  clearly 
outweighs  the  public  Interest  served  by  disclosing  records  of 
access  to  and  searches  of  DMV  databases  by  DHS  and/or  Its 
subcomponents.  In  light  of  expanded  civil  Immigration 
enforcement  by  federal  agencies  In  California,  there  Is  a 


significant  pubiic  interest  in  obtaining  records  of  when  and 
how  often  federai  agencies  obtain  information  about  Caiifornia 
residents  from  Caiifornia  agencies.  That  information  is  cruciai 
to  understanding  how  Caiifornia  databases  and  networks  are 
used  for  civii  immigration  enforcement.  This  interest 
outweighs  any  countervaiiing  interest  in  nondisciosure. 

We  urge  DOJ  to  reconsider  its  deniai  of  Requests  17  and  18. 
We  aiso  request  ciarification  on  the  names  and  tities  or 
positions  of  each  person  responsibie  for  the  deniai  of 
Requests  17  and  18,  as  required  by  Caiifornia  Government 
Code  §  6253(d). 

Finaiiy,  the  Response  ietter  references  "direct  interface  DMV 
connections  created  for  CLETS  users  by  the  DOJ”  We  request 
aii  records  reiated  to  such  "direct  interface  DMV  connections, 
in  regard  to  Request  17  and  Request  18,  information  about 
individuai  transactions  of  this  type  are  confidentiai  and  exempt 
from  disciosure  to  the  pubiic.  Accordingiy,  we  wiii  not  be  abie 
to  provide  you  with  the  records  sought  pursuant  to  Requests 
17  and  Request  18.  Piease  see  response  to  Request  13. 
Furthermore,  the  same  reasoning  that  supports  the 
confidentiaiity  of  Cai-Photo  transactions  appiies  with  equai 
force  to  the  Caiifornia  Sex  &  Arson  Registry,  and  the  Stoien 
Vehicie  System,  which  are  the  oniy  other  DOJ  systems  that 
directiy  interface  with  the  CA  DMV. 

Request  20:  The  Response  did  not  inciude  the  DMV  Manuai 
for  CLETS  or  the  entire  CaiPhoto  User  Guide,  both  of  which 
were  provided  by  DOJ  in  response  to  prior  CPRA  requests. 
Piease  provide  the  current  version  of  the  DMV  Manuai  for 
CLETS.  Piease  aiso  provide  the  entire  copy  of  the  current 
version  of  the  Cai-Photo  User  Guide."

6255.)  Specificaiiy,  the  request 
seeks  the  User  Guide,  and  does  not  seek  personai 
information;  baiancing  the  records  requested  and  the  purpose 
for  such  request  against  the  need  to  protect  the  privacy  of 
persons  whose  records  were  inciuded  as  sampies  in  the  Cai- 
Photo  User  Guide,  the  office  has  redacted  any  personai 
information  because  the  need  for  privacy  outweighs  the  need 
for  disciosure.  in  response  to  your  request  for  the  DMV 
CLETS  Manuai,  we  are  unabie  to  provide  you 
with  the  record,  but  we  have  made  arrangements  for  the  DMV 
to  do  so. 

We  understand  that  the  CA  DMV  has  determined  that  some 
information  contained  within  the  manuai  is  exempt  from 
disciosure.  The  disciosure  of  computer  transaction  codes  and 
instructions  regarding  the  accessing  of  information  from  the 
CA  DMV's  databases  wouid  compromise  the  internai  security 
of  the  CA  DMV  and  its  records  by  increasing  the  risk  that 
someone  who  gains  unauthorized  access  to  CA  DMV 
computers  couid  use  such  information  to  manipuiate  its  data 
or  use  the  knowiedge  of  specific  internai  procedures  to 
compromise  the  integrity  of  iaw  enforcement  activities.  In 
accordance  with  Government  Code  section  6255,  it  is  the  CA 
DMV's  position  that  the  pubiic  interest  served  by  withhoiding 


or  redacting  this  information  outweighs  the  pubiic  interest 
served  by  disciosing  it.  The  PRA  aiso  exempts  from  disciosure 
computer  software  or  other  security  information  that  wouid 
reveai  vuinerabiiities  to,  or  otherwise  increase  the  potentiai  for 
an  attack  on,  an  information  technoiogy  system  of  a  pubiic 
agency.  See  Gov.  Code  sections  6254.9  and  6254.19. 
Because  the  CA  DMV  created  the  manuai,  it,  and  not  the  CA 
DOJ,  is  in  the  best  position  to  determine  which  information 
might  jeopardize  the  security  of  CA  DMV  records  and 
information.  We  understand  that  the  CA  DMV  has  commenced 
its  review  of  the  DMV  CLETS  Manuai  and  wiii  compiete  its 
redactions  as  soon  as  practicabie.  We  wiii  consuit  with  CA 
DMV  to  ensure  the  security  of  CLETS  as  weii.

Government  Code  section  6254,  subdivision  (f) 
expressiy  exempts  compiaints  to  and  records  of  investigation 
of  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  Generai  from  disciosure  if  the 
investigation  is  "undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  a  vioiation  of  iaw  may  occur  or  has  occurred"  (Haynie 
V.  Superior  Court  (2001)  26  Cai.4th  1061).  investigative 
records  do  not  iose  their  exempt  status  due  to  a  faiiure  to 
prosecute,  or  the  dose  of  an  investigation.  (Dick  Wiiiiams  v. 
Superior  Court  (1993)  5  Cai.4th  337,  355).  To  the  extent  that 
the  records  you  seek  faii  into  this  category,  we  deny  your 
request  for  any  such  documents. 

Some  of  the  records  are  exempt  from  disciosure  pursuant  to 
Code  of  Civii  Procedure  section  2018.030,  the  attorney  work- 
product  priviiege.  The  attorney  work-product  exemption 
absoiuteiy  exempts  from  disciosure  any  writing  that  reflects  an 
attorney's  impressions,  conciusions,  opinions,  iegai  research 
or  iegai  theories  that  are  maintained  as  confidentiai.  it  aiso  is 
incorporated  into  the  Pubiic  Records  Act  by  Government  Code 
section  6254,  subdivision  (k).  (County  of  Los  Angeies  v. 
Superior  Court  (2000)  82  Cai.App.4th  819,  833.) 

Linder  the  attorney  work-product  exemption,  records  such  as 
confidentiai  anaiyses,  draft  ianguage  and  memoranda 
prepared  by  the  attorneys  empioyed  with  the  Attorney 
Generai's  Office  wouid  be  subject  to  this  exemption,  and  are 
exempt  from  disciosure  under  the  Pubiic  Records  Act. 

Some  of  the  records  that  you  are  seeking  are  exempt  from 
disciosure  pursuant  to  the  attorney-ciient  priviiege. 
Confidentiaiity  priviieges  set  forth  eisewhere  in  iaw,  inciuding 
the  attorney-ciient  priviiege  contained  in  Evidence  Code 
section  954  which  protects  confidentiai  communications 
between  the  attorney  and  the  ciient,  are  expressiy 
incorporated  into  the  Pubiic  Records  Act.  (Gov.  Code§  6254, 
subd.  (k);  Roberts  v.  City  of  Paimdaie  (1993)  5  Cai.4th  363.) 
The  attorneys  in  our  department  provide  iegai  advice  to  the 


Attorney  General  and  his  designees.  Accordingly,  all 
communications  between  the  Attorney  General  or  his 
designees  and  the  department's  attorneys  concerning  these 
records  are  confidential  communications  pursuant  to  the 
attorney-client  privilege,  and  are  exempt  from  disclosure  under 
the  Public  Records  Act. 

Some  of  the  records  are  additionally  exempt  from  disclosure 
pursuant  to  the  deliberative  process  privilege.  The  deliberative 
process  privilege  is  applied  to  the  Public  Records  Act  through 
Government  Code  section  6255.  It  exempts  from  disclosure 
materials  that  would  expose  an  agency's  decision  making 
process  in  such  a  way  as  to  discourage  candid  discussion 
within  the  agency  and  thereby  undermine  the  agency's  ability 
to  perform  its  functions.  Even  if  the  content  of  a  document  is 
purely  factual,  it  is  nonetheless  exempt  from  public  scrutiny  if  it 
is  actually  related  to  the  process  by  which  policies  are 
formulated  or,  if  it  is  inextricably  intertwined  with  policymaking 
processes.  (Times  Mirror  Co.  v.  Superior  Court  (1991)  53 
Cal. 3d  1325.) 

Records  such  as  analyses,  draft  language,  and  memoranda 
concerning  a  particular  complaint  and/or  investigation, 
communication,  document,  comment,  or  letter  would  be 
covered  by  the  deliberative  process  privilege  and,  therefore, 
absent  special  circumstances  would  be  exempt  from 
disclosure  under  Government  Code  section  6255. 

Some  of  the  records  are  additionally  exempt  from  disclosure 
under  the  official  information  privilege  of  sections  1040  and 
1041  of  the  Evidence  Code.  Evidence  Code  sections  1040 
and  1041  are  incorporated  into  the  Public  Records  Act  as  an 
exemption  through  Government  Code  section  6254, 
subdivision  (k).  Any  information  and  documents  acquired  in 
confidence  during  the  course  of  an-  Attorney  General 
investigation  and  are  not  normally  made  available  to  the 
general  public  are  privileged  where  there  is  necessity  for 
preserving  the  confidentiality  of  the  information  and 
documents. 

We  note  that  your  information  request  is  directed  to  the 
Department  of  Justice  but  may  seek  records  from  other 
departments.  Absent  a  request  for  representation  by  another 
agency,  the  Department  of  Justice  will  respond  solely  on  its 
own  behalf,  and  not  on  behalf  of  other  departments.  If  you 
wish  to  review  records  that  are  in  the  custody  or  control  of 
another  state  or  local  agency,  you  should  direct  your  request 
to  that  agency.

deny  your  PRA  request  for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  Public  access 
to  confidential  sex  offender  registration  information  is  controlled  by 
Megan’s  Law  which,  for  database  integrity  reasons,  limits  such 
access  to  real  time  internet  searches  on  the  Megan’s  Law  web  site; 
and  (2)  Given  the  constantly-changing  nature  of  the  Megan  Law’s 
database,  the  public’s  interest  is  best  served  by  limiting  public 
access  to  confidential  sex  offender  registration  information  that  is 
accurate  and  up-to-date. 

Megan’s  Law  Provides  for  Internet  Access  Only 
Most  of  the  information  provided  by  registering  sex  offenders  during 
the  registration  process  is  confidential  (i.e.,  not  open  to  public 
inspection).  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.021 .)  The  same  is  also  true  for 
"criminal  offender  record  information"  kept  in  the  Department  of 
Justice’s  California  Sex  and  Arson  Registry  ("CSAR"). 

However,  despite  the  confidential  nature  of  this  information, 

California  provides  members  of  the  public  with  limited  access  to 
some  of  the  sex  offender  registration  information  via  the  Megan’s 
Law  internet  web  site.  Specifically,  Penal  Code  section  290.46 
provides  that  "the  Department  of  Justice  shall  make  available 
information  concerning  persons  who  are  required  to  register 
pursuant  to  Section  290  to  the  public  via  an  Internet  Web  site  as 
specified  in  this  section."  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  subd.  (a)(1),  italics 


added.)  The  statute  further  requires  the  department  to  "update  the 
Internet  Web  site  on  an  ongoing  basis.”  (ibid.)  As  mentioned  in  the 
notes  to  this  code  section,  the  Legisiature  created  the  Megan's  Law 
web  site  with  the  intent  "that  the  Department  of  Justice  [  wouid] 
continue  to  maximize  aii  avaiiabie  resources  to  ensure  the  highest 
degree  of  accuracy  in  the  sex  registration  database."  (Pen.  Code,  § 
290.46,  Stats.  2004.  ch  745,  §.  2.)  Additionaiiy,  the  Legisiature 
enacted  Megan's  Law  with  the  intent  that  "California's  infrastructure 
for  collecting,  maintaining,  and  disseminating  information  about 
registered  sex  offenders  [  would]  be  retooled  to  ensure  that  law 
enforcement  and  the  public  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and 
relevant  information  about  registered  sex  offenders."  (Pen.  Code,  § 
290.46,  Stats  2006  ch.  337,  §  2,  subd.  (c),  italics  added.)  Thus,  in 
order  to  help  ensure  and  maintain  the  accuracy  of  this  information, 
the  Legislature  limited  the  public  dissemination  of  sex  offender 
registration  information  to  the  Megan's  Law  web  site. 

Government  Code  section  6254  sets  forth  various  exceptions  to  the 
disclosure  requirements  under  the  PRA.  Significantly  for  this  matter, 
section  6254,  subdivision  (k),  exempts  from  disclosure  "Records,  the 
disclosure  of  which  is  exempted  or  prohibited  pursuant  to  federal  or 
state  law,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  provisions  of  the  Evidence 
Code  relating  to  privilege."  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k),  italics 
added.)  Thus,  the  PRA  cannot  extend  the  public's  right  of  access  to 
sex  offender  registration  information  beyond  the  limitations  and 
restrictions  set  forth  in  Megan's  Law.  Consequently,  the  public's  right 
of  access  to  this  information  is  limited  to  accessing  the  Megan's  Law 
database. 

The  Public  Interest  is  Best  Served  by  Limiting  Access  to  Current  and 
Accurate  Information. 

In  your  request,  you  state  you  are  looking  for  an  electronic  copy  of 
"record-level  data"  regarding  registered  sex  offenders  that  have 
moved  out  of  the  state  starting  on  January  1, 2015  to  present.  You 
further  request  the  Department  to  provide  the  name,  date  of  birth, 
offense,  offense  date,  date  of  conviction,  risk  level,  victim  age  and 
gender,  and  the  country  or  state  the  offender  moved  to.  Linder 
Government  Code  section  6255,  a  government  agency  may  withhold 
disclosure  of  a  public  record  "by  demonstrating  ...  that  on  the  facts  of 
the  particular  case  the  public  interest  served  by  not  disclosing  the 
record  clearly  outweighs  the  public  interest  served  by  disclosure  of 
the  record."  (Gov.  Code,  §6255,  subd.  (a).)  As  a  separate  legal 
basis,  we  believe  the  circumstances  in  this  case  necessitate 
nondisclosure  of  the  records  that  you  seek  from  us.  The  information 
that  appears  on  the  Megan's  Law  web  site  is  processed  through  a 
thirdparty  vendor.  The  purpose  of  the  web  site  is  to  provide 
members  of  the  public  access  to  the  most  current  sex  offender 
registrant  data.  Thus,  the  site,  which  is  updated  daily  to  reflect  any 
new  additions,  deletions,  and  modifications  to  the  registrant 
database,  stores  and  displays  only  the  current  day's  data. 

The  Offender  Registration  Application  Unit  (ORAU)  is  the  internal 
unit  within  the  Department  of  Justice  that  provides  technology 
support  and  maintenance  for  CSAR,  the  State's  repository  for  sex 
and  arson  registration  information.  Every  day,  ORAU  creates  a  file 
which  contains  a  snapshot  of  the  registration  data  for  that  day.  Our 
vendor  then  downloads  that  file  from  our  site  and  stores  the  file  on 
the  hard  drive  of  the  server  that  creates  the  files  used  for  the  web 
site.  Specifically,  our  vendor  runs  a  program  that  takes  that  day's 
data  and  completely  recreates  the  data  files  that  are  used  by  the 
web  servers  to  provide  the  data  to  the  public.  Our  vendor  does  not 
employ  any  database  for  this  process,  only  temporary  ISAM  files.  No 
transaction  or  other  record  keeping  measures  are  utilized.  The 
previous  day's  data  on  the  web  servers  is  overwritten  with  the  new 
data.  The  data  is  also  overwritten  on  the  computer  where  these  daily

On  our  end,  ORAL!  keeps  a  backup  for  seven  days  of  the  extract  file 
that  is  sent  to  our  vendor.  However,  the  information  on  the  backup 
files  is  not  a  mirror  image  of  what  appears  on  the  public  web  site 
because  it  contains  information  that  is  excluded  from  public  view 
during  our  vendor's  processing  of  the  information.  Additionally,  even 
if  our  vendor  reprocessed  the  information  from  one  of  the  backup 
files,  we  could  not  ensure  the  accuracy  of  all  the  information 
because  of  the  ever-changing  nature  of  the  registration  database.  In 
other  words,  because  the  registration  database  changes  on  a  daily 
basis  (i.e.,  newly  added  registrants,  newly  removed  registrants,  and 
changes  to  registrant's  data)  even  a  delay  of  one  day  would  result  in 
a  report  that  contained  inaccurate  data.  Such  results  do  not  comply 
with  the  Legislature's  stated  intent  "that  the  Department  of  Justice... 
ensure  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  in  the  sex  registration 
database"  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats  2004  ch  745,  §.  2)  and 
"ensure  that ...  the  public  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and 
relevant  information  about  registered  sex  offenders"  (Pen.  Code,  § 
290.46,  Stats  2006  ch  337,  §.  2,  subd.  (c)).  While  we  understand 
and  appreciate  that  you  are  not  concerned  with  the  ongoing 
accuracy  of  the  information  provided,  the  law  requires  us  as 
discussed  ante  to  provide  the  public  updated  and  accurate 
information  on  an  ongoing  basis.  Due  to  the  constantly  changing 
nature  of  the  information  in  the  registry,  a  "snapshot"  view  of  the 
information  for  any  given  day  of  the  Megan's  Law  web  site  would 
almost  certainly  be  obsolete  the  following  day.  In  other  words,  the 
day-old  "snapshot"  would  contain  some  information  that  should  have 
been  removed,  and  it  would  be  missing  other  information  that  should 
have  been  added.  Given  the  sensitive  nature  of  the  information  at 
issue,  we  cannot  allow  such  inaccurate  records  to  exist.  The 
problem  is  further  compounded  by  the  fact  that  if  we  provide  a 
"snapshot"  for  one  member  of  the  public  we  have  to  provide  a 
"snapshot"  to  every  member  of  the  public  that  requests  it.  In  doing 
so,  we  would  be  creating  a  situation  wherein  an  untold  number 
inaccurate  "snapshots"  of  the  database  would  exist. 

Furthermore,  given  the  highly  sensitive  nature  of  sex  offender 
registration  information,  providing  the  public  with  inaccurate 
information  could  cause  real  public  safety  concerns.  For  instance,  if 
registration  information  is  disseminated  about  a  person  who  is  no 
longer  required  to  register  or  be  posted  on  the  web  site,  that  person 
may  be  subjected  to  undue  harassment  or  even  danger.  Additionally, 
if  a  registrant  moves,  the  person  who  occupies  the  registrant's  old 
address  may  be  mistakenly  harassed  or  injured.  And,  as  every  day 
goes  by,  the  obsolescence  of  the  report  and  the  inaccuracies 
contained  within  it  continue  to  grow. 

Finally,  we  receive  a  multitude  of  similar  requests  from  members  of 
the  public,  especially  broadcast  and  print  media  outlets.  Depending 
on  the  volume  and  requested  frequency  (i.e.,  daily,  weekly,  monthly) 
of  such  PRA  requests  if  we  were  required  to  produce  sex  offender 
registration  database  information,  the  additional  time  and  work 
required  for  responding  to  the  requests  could  have  a  dramatic 
impact  on  our  ability  to  successfully  perform  the  core  functions  of 
CSAR,  which  in  turn  could  affect  public  safety.

ed  Nickless  reasons:  (1)  Public  access  to  confidential  sex  offender  registration 

information  is  controlled  by  Megan's  Law  which,  for  database 
integrity  reasons,  limits  such  access  to  real  time  internet  searches 
on  the  Megan's  Law  web  site;  and  (2)  Given  the  constantly-changing 
nature  of  the  Megan  Law's  database,  the  public's  interest  is  best 
served  by  limiting  public  access  to  confidential  sex  offender 
registration  information  that  is  accurate  and  up-to-date. 

Megan's  Law  Provides  for  Internet  Access  Only 
Most  of  the  information  provided  by  registering  sex  offenders  during 
the  registration  process  is  confidential  (i.e.,  not  open  to  public 
inspection).  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.021 .)  The  same  is  also  true  for 
"criminal  offender  record  information"  kept  in  the  Department  of 
Justice's  California  Sex  and  Arson  Registry  ("CSAR"). 

Flowever,  despite  the  confidential  nature  of  this  information, 

California  provides  members  of  the  public  with  limited  access  to 
some  of  the  sex  offender  registration  information  via  the  Megan's 
Law  internet  web  site.  Specifically,  Penal  Code  section  290.46 
provides  that  "the  Department  of  Justice  shall  make  available 
information  concerning  persons  who  are  required  to  register 
pursuant  to  Section  290  to  the  public  via  an  Internet  Web  site  as 
specified  in  this  section."  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  subd.  (a)(1),  italics 
added.)  The  statute  further  requires  the  department  to  "update  the 
Internet  Web  site  on  an  ongoing  basis."  (Ibid.)  As  mentioned  in  the 
notes  to  this  code  section,  the  Legislature  created  the  Megan's  Law 
web  site  with  the  intent  "that  the  Department  of  Justice  [would] 
continue  to  maximize  all  available  resources  to  ensure  the  highest 
degree  of  accuracy  in  the  sex  registration  database."  (Pen.  Code,  § 
290.46,  Stats.  2004. 

ch  745,  §.  2.)  Additionally,  the  Legislature  enacted  Megan's  Law  with 
the  intent  that  "California's  infrastructure  for  collecting,  maintaining, 
and  disseminating  information  about  registered  sex  offenders  [ 
would]  be  retooled  to  ensure  that  law  enforcement  and  the  public 
have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and  relevant  information  about 
registered  sex  offenders."  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats  2006  ch.  337, 
§  2,  subd.  (c),  italics  added.)  Thus,  in  order  to  help  ensure  and 
maintain  the  accuracy  of  this  information,  the  Legislature  limited  the 
public  dissemination  of  sex  offender  registration  information  to  the 
Megan's  Law  web  site. 

Government  Code  section  6254  sets  forth  various  exceptions  to  the 
disclosure  requirements  under  the  PRA.  Significantly  for  this  matter, 
section  6254,  subdivision  (k),  exempts  from  disclosure  "Records,  the 
disclosure  of  which  is  exempted  or  prohibited  pursuant  to  federal  or 
state  law,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  provisions  of  the  Evidence 
Code  relating  to  privilege."  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k),  italics 
added.)  Thus,  the  PRA  cannot  extend  the  public's  right  of  access  to 
sex  offender  registration  information  beyond  the  limitations  and 
restrictions  set  forth  in  Megan's  Law.  Consequently,  the  public's  right 
of  access  to  this  information  is  limited  to  accessing  the  Megan's  Law 
database. 

The  Public  Interest  is  Best  Served  by  Limiting  Access  to  Current  and 
Accurate  Information.  In  your  request,  you  state  you  are  looking  for 
an  electronic  copy  of  the  "sexual  offender  registry."  You  further 
indicate  that  you  are  aware  that  the  list  changes  frequently  and  that 
is  not  a  problem;  you  are  only  looking  for  "current"  data  as  the  date 
we  respond.  Under  Government  Code  section  6255,  a  government 
agency  may  withhold  disclosure  of  a  public  record  "by  demonstrating 


...  that  on  the  facts  of  the  particular  case  the  public  interest  served 
by  not  disclosing  the  record  clearly  outweighs  the  public  interest 
served  by  disclosure  of  the  record."  (Gov.  Code,  §6255,  subd.  (a).) 
As  a  separate  legal  basis,  we  believe  the  circumstances  in  this  case 
necessitate  nondisclosure  of  the  records  that  you  seek  from  us. 

The  information  that  appears  on  the  Megan's  Law  web  site  is 
processed  through  a  thirdparty  vendor.  The  purpose  of  the  web  site 
is  to  provide  members  of  the  public  access  to  the  most  current  sex 
offender  registrant  data.  Thus,  the  site,  which  is  updated  daily  to 
reflect  any  new  additions,  deletions,  and  modifications  to  the 
registrant  database,  stores  and  displays  only  the  current  day's  data. 
The  Offender  Registration  Application  Unit  (ORAU)  is  the  internal 
unit  within  the  Department  of  Justice  that  provides  technology 
support  and  maintenance  for  CSAR,  the  State's  repository  for  sex 
and  arson  registration  information.  Every  day,  ORAU  creates  a  file 
which  contains  a  snapshot  of  the  registration  data  for  that  day.  Our 
vendor  then  downloads  that  file  from  our  site  and  stores  the  file  on 
the  hard  drive  of  the  server  that  creates  the  files  used  for  the  web 
site.  Specifically,  our  vendor  runs  a  program  that  takes  that  day's 
data  and  completely  recreates  the  data  files  that  are  used  by  the 
web  servers  to  provide  the  data  to  the  public.  Our  vendor  does  not 
employ  any  database  for  this  process,  only  temporary  ISAM  files.  No 
transaction  or  other  record  keeping  measures  are  utilized.  The 
previous  day's  data  on  the  web  servers  is  overwritten  with  the  new 
data.  The  data  is  also  overwritten  on  the  computer  where  these  daily 
data  files  are  created. 

On  our  end,  ORAU  keeps  a  backup  for  seven  days  of  the  extract  file 
that  is  sent  to  our  vendor.  However,  the  information  on  the  backup 
files  is  not  a  mirror  image  of  what  appears  on  the  public  web  site 
because  it  contains  information  that  is  excluded  from  public  view 
during  our  vendor's  processing  of  the  information.  Additionally,  even 
if  our  vendor  reprocessed  the  information  from  one  of  the  backup 
files,  we  could  not  ensure  the  accuracy  of  all  the  information 
because  of  the  ever-changing  nature  of  the  registration  database.  In 
other  words,  because  the  registration  database  changes  on  a  daily 
basis  (i.e.,  newly  added  registrants,  newly  removed  registrants,  and 
changes  to  registrant's  data)  even  a  delay  of  one  day  would  result  in 
a  report  that  contained  inaccurate  data.  Such  results  do  not  comply 
with  the  Legislature's  stated  intent  "that  the  Department  of  Justice  ... 
ensure  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  in  the  sex  registration 
database"  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats  2004  ch  745,  §.  2)  and 
"ensure  that ...  the  public  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to-date,  and 
relevant  information  about  registered  sex  offenders"  (Pen.  Code,  § 
290.46,  Stats  2006  ch  337,  §.  2,  subd.  (c)).  While  we  understand 
and  appreciate  that  you  are  not  concerned  with  the  ongoing 
accuracy  of  the  information  provided,  the  law  requires  us  as 
discussed  ante  to  provide  the  public  updated  and  accurate 
information  on  an  ongoing  basis.  Due  to  the  constantly  changing 
nature  of  the  information  in  the  registry,  a  "snapshot"  view  of  the 
information  for  any  given  day  of  the  Megan's  Law  web  site  would 
almost  certainly  be  obsolete  the  following  day.  In  other  words,  the 
day-old  "snapshot"  would  contain  some  information  that  should  have 
been  removed,  and  it  would  be  missing  other  information  that  should 
have  been  added.  Given  the  sensitive  nature  of  the  information  at 
issue,  we  cannot  allow  such  inaccurate  records  to  exist.  The 
problem  is  further  compounded  by  the  fact  that  if  we  provide  a 
"snapshot"  for  one  member  of  the  public  we  have  to  provide  a 
"snapshot"  to  every  member  of  the  public  that  requests  it.  In  doing 
so,  we  would  be  creating  a  situation  wherein  an  untold  number 
inaccurate  "snapshots"  of  the  database  would  exist. 

Furthermore,  given  the  highly  sensitive  nature  of  sex  offender 
registration  information,  providing  the  public  with  inaccurate 


information  couid  cause  reai  pubiic  safety  concerns.  For  instance,  if 
registration  information  is  disseminated  about  a  person  who  is  no 
ionger  required  to  register  or  be  posted  on  the  web  site,  that  person 
may  be  subjected  to  undue  harassment  or  even  danger.  Additionaiiy, 
if  a  registrant  moves,  the  person  who  occupies  the  registrant's  oid 
address  may  be  mistakeniy  harassed  or  injured.  And,  as  every  day 
goes  by,  the  obsoiescence  of  the  report  and  the  inaccuracies 
contained  within  it  continue  to  grow. 

Finaiiy,  we  receive  a  muititude  of  simiiar  requests  from  members  of 
the  pubiic,  especiaiiy  broadcast  and  print  media  outiets.  Depending 
on  the  voiume  and  requested  frequency  (i.e.,  daiiy,  weekiy,  monthiy) 
of  such  PRA  requests  if  we  were  required  to  produce  sex  offender 
registration  database  information,  the  additionai  time  and  work 
required  for  responding  to  the  requests  couid  have  a  dramatic 
impact  on  our  abiiity  to  successfuiiy  perform  the  core  functions  of 
CSAR,  which  in  turn  couid  affect  pubiic  safety.

In  the  case  of  a  proposed  merger,  our  office  may  obtain  Information 
concerning  a  proposed  merger  under  confidentiality  agreements  and 
subject  to  confidentiality  requirements  In  federal  law.  Including  In  the 
Hart-Scott-Rodino  Act  (15  USC  §  18a).  To  the  extent  that  we  may 
have  any  of  these  or  other  types  of  records  responsive  to  Items  1-3 
of  your  request,  they  would  be  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the 
following  exemptions.  To  the  extent  your  request  seeks  confidential 
law  enforcement  records  of  the  Attorney  General,  the  records  are 
exempt.  Government  Code  section  6254,  subdivision  (f)  expressly 
exempts  from  disclosure  Investigatory  and  security  files  of  the 
Attorney  General.  (See,  Dick  Williams  v.  Superior  Cour.t  (1993)  5 
Cal. 4th  337,  354.)  Investigative  records  do  not  lose  their  exempt 
status  due  to  a  failure  to  prosecute,  or  the  close  of  an  Investigation.

The  attorney  work  product  exception  protects  the  confidentiality  of 
any  writing  that  reflects  an  attorney's  impressions,  conclusions, 
opinions,  legal  research  or  legal  theories  that  is  maintained  as 
confidential.  (Code  Civ.  Proc.,  §  2018.030.)  This  confidentiality 
provision  is  also  incorporated  into  the  Act  as  an  exemption  from 
disclosure.  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k);  County  of  Los  Angeles  v. 
Superior  Court  (2000)  82  Cal.App.4th  819,  833.)  Records  such  as 
confidential  analyses,  draft  language  and  memoranda  prepared  by 
the  attorneys  employed  with  the  Attorney  General's  Office  are 
subject  to  the  work  product  exception  and  are  consequently  exempt 
from  disclosure  under  the  Act. 

Agencies  may  withhold  from  disclosure  records  pertaining  to 
pending  litigation  to  which  the  public  agency  is  a  party  until  the 
pending  litigation  has  been  finally  adjudicated  or  otherwise  settled. 
(Gov.  Code.  §  6254,  subd.  (b).)  The  pending  litigation  exemption 
does  not  duplicate  the  attorney  work  product  exemption  but  is 
broader  and  covers  documents  prepared  by  the  agency  in 
anticipation  of,  or  for  use  in,  litigation.  (County  of  Los  Angeles  v. 
Superior  Court  (Axelrad)  (2000)  82  Cal.App.4th  819,  831;  Fairley  v. 
Superior  Court  (1998)  66  Cal.App.4th  1414,  1422.) 

The  official  information  privilege  applies  to  information  gathered  by  a 
government  agency  under  assurances  of  confidentiality,  which  may 
be  withheld  from  disclosure  if  it  is  in  the  public  interest  to  do  so.  The 
official  information  privilege  in  Evidence  Code  section  1040  is 
incorporated  into  the  Act  as  an  exemption  from  disclosure.  (Gov. 
Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k);  San  Gabriel  Tribune  v.  Superior  Court 
(1983)  143  Cal.  App.  3d  762,  775.)  In  the  case  of  a  proposed 
merger,  our  office  may  obtain  information  concerning  a  proposed 
merger  under  confidentiality  agreements  and  subject  to 
confidentiality  requirements  in  federal  law,  including  in  the  HartScott- 
Rodino  Act(15  USC§  18a). 

The  Act  also  exempts  from  disclosure  preliminary  drafts,  notes,  or 
interagency  or  intra-agency  memoranda  that  are  not  retained  by  the 
public  agency  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  if  the  public 
interest  in  withholding  those  records  clearly  outweighs  the  public 
interest  in  disclosure.  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (a);  Citizens  for  a 
Better  Environment  v.  Department  of  Food  SAgriculture  (1985)  171 
Cal.App.3d  704,  712.) 

The  deliberative  process  privilege  exempts  from  disclosure  materials 
that  would  expose  an  agency's  decision  making  process  in  such  a 
way  as  to  discourage  candid  discussion  within  the  agency  and 
thereby  undermine  the  agency's  ability  to  perform  its  functions.

On  July  23,  2018,  John  Echeverria  sent  an  extension  letter: 
Response  to  Request  1 :  Our  office  identified  divisions,  sections,  and 
individuals  who  were  likely  to  have  responsive  records.  Searches 
were  conducted  where  responsive  documents  are  or  could 
reasonably  be  located.  As  a  result  of  these  searches,  we  were 
unable  to  locate  memoranda  specifically  about  the  Illegal 
Immigration  Reform  and  Immigrant  Respons  bility  Act  of  1996  (the 
"IIRAIRA”).  Nevertheless,  we  have  identified  non-exempt  records 
concerning  state  and  local  cooperation  with  federal  immigration 
officials,  which  relate  to  provisions  of  the  IIRAIRA,  and  will  provide 
such  records  to  you.  We  have  also  identified  records  in  this  category 
that  are  exempt  from  disclosure  for  the  reasons  discussed  below, 
and  will  not  be  producing  those  records. 

The  Attorney-Client  Privilege 

The  PRA  exempts  from  disclosure  “[rjecords,  the  disclosure  of  which 
is  exempted  or  prohibited  pursuant  to  federal  or  state  law,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  provisions  of  the  Evidence  Code  relating  to 
privilege."  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k);  Roberts  v.  City  of  Palmdale 
(1993)  5  Cal.4th  363,  370;  see  also  Evid.  Code,  §  954.)  The 
attorney-client  privilege  is  absolute  and  disclosure  may  not  be 
compelled,  regardless  of  relevance,  necessity,  or  any  particular 
circumstances  in  a  given  case.  (Costco  Wholesale  Corp.  v.  Superior 
Court  (2009)  47  Cal. 4th  725,  732;  see  also  Palmer  v.  Superior  Court

(Code  Civ.  Proc.,  §  2018.030.)  The  attorney  work  product  doctrine 
creates  a  qualified  privilege  against  discovery  of  general  work 
product,  and  an  absolute  privilege  against  disclosure  of  writings 
containing  the  attorney’s  impressions,  conclusions,  opinions,  or  legal 
theories.  (County  of  Los  Angeles  v.  Superior  Court,  supra,  82 
Cal.App.4th  at  p.  833,  quoting  BP  Alaska  Exploration,  Inc.  v. 

Superior  Court  (1988)  199  Cal.App.3d  1240,  1250;  see  also  Coito  v. 
Superior  Court  (2012)  54  Cal. 4th  480,  488.)  Moreover,  there  is  no 
waiver  of  the  privilege  when  attorney  work  product  is  provided  to  a 
party  with  a  common  interest  who  has  an  interest  in  maintaining  the 
confidentiality  of  a  significant  part  of  the  work  product  when  the 
parties  have  a  reasonable  expectation  that  the  work  product  will 
remain  confidential,  and  the  disclosure  is  “reasonably  necessary  for 
the  accomplishment  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  lawyer  was 
consulted”  as  set  forth  in  Evidence  Code  section  912,  subdivision 
(d).  (OXY  Resources  California  LLC  v.  Superior  Court  (2004)  115 
Cal.App.4th  874,  890-891.)  Documents  are  exempt  from  disclosure 
under  the  PRA  pursuant  to  the  attorney  work  product  doctrine  under 
Government  Code  section  6254,  subdivision  (k),  which  incorporates 
confidentiality  provisions  contained  in  other  laws.  (County  of  Los 
Angeles  v.  Superior  Court,  supra,  82  Cal.App.4th  at  p.  833.) 

The  Deliberative  Process  Privilege 

The  deliberative  process  privilege  exempts  from  disclosure  materials 
that  would  expose  an  agency’s  decision-making  process  in  such  a 
way  as  to  discourage  candid  discussion  within  the  agency,  and 
thereby  undermine  the  agency’s  ability  to  perform  its  functions. 
(Times  Mirror  Co.  v.  Superior  Court  (1991)  53  Cal. 3d  1325,  1342- 
1343,  1346.)  Any  documents  containing  statutory  interpretation, 
analyses,  draft  language,  and  memoranda  concerning  the  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  a  particular  proposal  would  be  covered  by  this 
privilege.  If  the  public  interest  in  nondisclosure  clearly  outweighs  the 
public  interest  in  disclosure,  the  deliberative  process  privilege 
applies.  (Cal.  First  Amendment  Coalition  v.  Superior  Court  (1 998)  67 
Cal.App.4th  159,  172-173.)  Records  that  reveal  deliberative 
processes  are  protected  from  disclosure  pursuant  to  a  PRA  request 
through  application  of  Government  Code  section  6255. 

The  Pending  Litigation  Exemption 

Agencies  may  withhold  the  disclosure  of  records  pertaining  to 
pending  litigation  to  which  the  public  agency  is  a  party  until  the 
pending  litigation  has  been  finally  adjudicated  or  otherwise  settled. 
(Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (b).)  The  pending  litigation  exemption 
does  not  duplicate  the  attorney  work  product  exemption,  but  is 
broader  and  covers  documents  prepared  by  the  agency  in 
anticipation  of,  or  for  use  in,  litigation.  (County  of  Los  Angeles  v. 
Superior  Court,  supra,  82  Cal.App.4th  at  p.  831 ;  Fairley  v.  Superior 
Court  (1998)  66  Cal.App.4th  1414,  1422.)  The  pending  litigation 
exemption  also  does  not  duplicate  the  attorney-client  privilege 
because  it  exempts  “litigation  records  generally,”  and  not  only  those 
documents  that  are  privileged.  (Fairley  v.  Superior  Court,  supra,  66 
Cal.App.4th  at  p.  1422,  fn.  5.) 

Application  of  Exemptions  to  Request  1 :  The  attorneys  in  the 
California  Department  of  Justice  (“DOJ”)  provide  legal  advice  to  the 
Attorney  General  and  his  designees.  Accordingly,  all 
communications  between  the  Attorney  General  and  his  designees

Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k),  incorporating 
Evid.  Code,  §  954.) 

In  addition,  it  is  common  practice  for  DOJ  to  be  involved  in  the  state 


legislative  process.  To  the  extent  that  our  office  was  involved  in  the 
state  legislative  process  for  legislation  related  to  the  IIRAIRA,  our 
internal  communications  and  deliberations,  including  any  internal  bill 
analyses,  and  any  work  on  behalf  of  a  client  agency  are  protected  by 
the  attorney-client  privilege,  the  deliberative  process  privilege,  and 
the  attorney  work  product  exemption.  (Evid.  Code,  §  954;  Code  Civ. 
Proc.,  §  2018.030;  Gov.  Code,  §  6255.) 

Further,  Senate  Bill  54,  the  California  Values  Act  (Stats.  2017,  ch. 
495)  (the  “Values  Act”),  relates  to  the  IIRAIRA  and  requires  the 
Attorney  General  to  “publish  model  policies”  implementing  the 
statute  by  October  1, 2018.  (Gov.  Code,  §  7284.8,  subd.  (a).)  Also 
by  that  date,  the  Attorney  General  must  “publish  guidance,  audit 
criteria,  and  training  recommendations”  aimed  at  ensuring  that 
databases  used  by  state  and  local  enforcement  agencies  operate  in 
a  manner  consistent  with  the  Values  Act.  (See  id.,  subd.  (b).) 

Internal  records  relating  to  the  ongoing  work  of  the  DOJ  to  craft 
these  required  policies  and  other  guidance  are  protected  by  the 
attorney-client  privilege  and  the  attorney  work  product  exception. 
(Evid.  Code,  §  954;  Code  Civ.  Proc.,  §  2018.030.)  These  internal 
records  are  also  exempt  under  the  deliberative  process  privilege 
because  under  the  facts  here,  the  public  interest  in  nondisclosure  is 
clearly  outweighed  by  the  public  interest  in  disclosure.  The  benefit  to 
the  Attorney  General  and  other  decision-makers  of  receiving 
complete  and  candid  analyses  regarding  the  strength  and  weakness 
of  certain  arguments  relevant  to  determining  the  appropriate  policies 
and  guidance  to  implement  the  Values  Act  is  paramount  given  the 
freedoms  and  responsibilities  implicated  by  the  law,  and  this  benefit 
clearly  outweighs  the  public’s  general  interest  in  access.  (Gov.

The  Values  Act  is  also  at  issue  in  ongoing  litigation  brought  by  the 
Attorney  General  against  the  federal  government  to  prohibit  the 
attachment  of  certain  immigration-related,  enforcement  conditions  to 
Edward  Byrne  Memorial  Justice  Assistance  Grants  (JAG)  and 
Community  Oriented  Policing  Services  (COPS)  grants.  (See  State  of 
Cal.  V.  Sessions  (N.D.  Cal.)  No.  3:17-cv-4701.)  The  Values  Act  is 
also  the  subject  of  litigation  in  United  States  v.  California  (E.D.  Cal.) 
No.  2;18-cv-00490-JAM-KJN.  Records  related  to  litigation  are 
protected  by  the  attorney-client  privilege  and  the  work  product 
doctrine.  (Gov.  Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k),  incorporating  Evid.  Code,  § 
954;  Code  Civ.  Proc.,  §  2018.030.)  In  addition,  certain  responsive 
documents  are  being  withheld  because  of  the  pending  litigation 
exemption.

Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  is  in  receipt  of 
your  July  2,  2018,  letter  and  Public  Records 
Act  request  in  which  you  write  "on  behalf  of 
the  Center  for  Genetics  and  Society  to  ask 
about  the  California  Department  of  Justice's 
implementation  of  California's  DNA 
collection  program."  The  letter  asserts  that 
California's  DNA  collection  program  "also 
requires  those  agencies  to  inform  the  state 
DNA  laboratory  within  two  years  of  whether 
a  person  whose  sample  they  have 
submitted  remains  a  suspect  in  a  criminal 
investigation;  samples  taken  from  people 
who  are  no  longer  suspects  must  tse 
expunged  unless  there  is  a  separate  reason 
to  retain  them.  See  Cal.  Penal  Code§ 
297(c)(2)."  The  letter  sets  forth  a  demand 
that:  "If  the  DNA  Lab  is  failing  to  expunge 
samples  after  being  informed  that  the 
arrestees  who  provided  them  are  no  longer 
suspects,  it  should  immediately  expunge 
these  samples  and  profiles."  (Letter  page  1, 
emphasis  added.) 

As  a  threshold  matter,  please  be  advised 
that  the  introductory  narrative  and 
concomitant  request  is  built  upon  an 
apparent  misunderstanding  of  Penal  Code 
section  295  et  seq.  (the  DNA  Act),  and  the 
operation  of  the  state's  DNA  database 
program  pursuant  to  that  Act.  The  letter 
appears  to  incorrectly  fuse  the  collection  of 
DNA  database  samples  at  booking  from 
adult  felony  offenders  that  occurs  pursuant 
to  state  law  (e.g..  Cal. Pen. Code, §  296 
(a)(2)),  with  the  procedures  for  expunging 
DNA  profiles  from  suspect  samples-samples 
which  are  not  collected  pursuant  to  the 
state's  DNA  Act.  The  DNA  profiles  from 


suspect  samples  are  collected  apart  from 
the  DNA  Act  by  local  law  enforcement 
agencies  pursuant  to  a  warrant  or  other 
legal  means  and  can  be  temporarily 
uploaded  for  searching  In  the  state  or 
national  database  by  qualified  local 
laboratories.  (Cal.  Pen.  Code,  §  297(c)). 

The  state  and  federal  law  requirements  for 
the  suspect  Index  and  the  arrestee  Index 
are  discrete  and  cannot  be  mixed  and 
matched  In  the  manner  contemplated  by  the 
letter. 

Because  there  Is  no  functional  overlap 
between  the  suspect  file  and  the  arrestee 
Index,  DOJ  cannot  otherwise  respond  to  the 
questions  or  letter  demands  which 
Incorrectly  merge  these  two  entitles.  To  the 
extent  the  PRA  seeks  Information  that  can 
be  produced,  DOJ  Is  providing  the  following 
Information  that  corresponds  with  your 
numbered  requests: 

1 .  The  total  number  of  known  offender 
samples  currently  In  California's  DNA 
database. 

The  total  number  of  offender  profiles 
(arrestees  plus  convicted  offenders) 
currently  In  the  California  DNA  database 
and  searchable  at  CODIS  as  of  July  31 , 
2018  Is:  2,779,447. 

2.  The  number  of  those  samples  taken  as  a 
result  of  a  person's  being  arrested  for  a 
felony  defense  under  Penal  Code§ 
296(a)(2). 

The  DOJ  does  not  maintain  records  that  are 
easily  Identifiable  or  extractable  that  can 
accurately  provide  "the  number  of  those 
samples  taken  as  result  of  a  person's  being 
arrested  for  a  felony  offense  under  Penal 
Code  §296(a)(2)."  The  contents  of  the 
arrestee  Index  are  fluid.  The  Department  Is 
continually  converting  booking  samples  from 
adult  felony  arrestees  to  convicted  offender 
status  based  on  an  ongoing  automated 
review  of  criminal  history  records. 

Therefore,  a  count  of  the  current  number  of 
arrestee  samples  In  the  searchable 
database  does  not  answer  the  question  of 
how  many  total  samples  In  the  database 
were  taken  at  arrest.  That  Is  not  an  existing 
DOJ  record.  In  addition,  not  all  DNA 
samples  taken  at  arrest  are  of  sufficient 
quality  to  be  Included  In  the  searchable 
database  of  DNA  profiles. 

3.  The  number  of  those  samples  taken  from 
arrestees  who  were  not  ultimately  convicted 
of  any  felony  offense. 

The  DOJ  does  not  maintain  records  that  are 
easily  Identifiable  or  extractable  that  can 
accurately  state  the  "number  of  those 
samples  taken  from  arrestees  who  were  not 
ultimately  convicted  of  any  felony  offense." 
No  record  exists  In  the  form  requested  and 


may  not  exist  at  all.  The  DOJ  Laboratory  is 
not  informed  on  a  case  by  case  basis 
whether  individual  arrestees  who  have 
provided  DNA  database  samples  are 
"ultimately  convicted"  as  that  determination 
is  made  at  a  local  level.  Moreover,  the  total 
number  of  arrestee  samples  currently  in  the 
database  necessarily  will  be  overestimated 
for  numerous  reasons  including,  .but  not 
limited  to  the  following:  duplicate  samples 
from  an  arrestee  may  remain  in  the  arrestee 
index  if  an  offender  already  had  provided  a 
sample  as  a  convicted  offender;  the  general 
software  for  converting  samples  in  the 
arrestee  index  to  the  convicted  offender 
index  does  not  identify  substantial  numbers 
of  arrestees  such  as  adult  felony  arrestees 
who  are  convicted  of  misdemeanors  but 
who  nonetheless  qualify  for  the  database 
based  on  a  prior  felony  conviction.

The  DOJ  does  not  have  or  maintain  a 
record  responsive  to  the  request  for  the 
"total  number  of  DNA  samples/profiles 
removed/expunged  from  the  database 
under  the  provisions  of  Penal  Code  § 
297(c)(2),''  and  such  records  that  may  exist 
are  not  readily  retrievable  or  in  a  form  that  is 
searchable  by  DOJ.  Moreover,  the  records 
may  not  exist  at  all,  or  may  require  an 
extensive  and  nearly  limitless  search  by 
local  agencies  of  all  criminal  files  in  their 
possession.  Both  the  initial  input  and 
removal  of  suspect  profiles  from  the 
database  is  accomplished  by  Local  DNA 
Index  System  (LDJS)  laboratories  pursuant 
to  suspect  file  procedures  administered  by 
the  state.  The  system  for  the  processing 
and  retention  of  suspect  file  samples  which 
occurs  solely  at  the  local  level,  is  distinct 
from  mandatory  arrestee  booking  and 
convicted  offender  DNA  identification 
samples  which  are  physically  processed 
and  retained  at  the  state  level. 

Unlike  mandatory  arrestee  and  convicted 
offenders  samples  collected  pursuant  to  the 
state's  DNA  Act,  suspect  reference  samples 
(such  as  samples  from  existing  cases 
collected  pursuant  to  a  warrant)  are  handled 
as  known  reference  samples  and  they  are 
delivered  under  chain  of  custody  to  one  of 
the  24  DNA  casework  laboratories  operated 
by  state  and  local  agencies  in  California  that 
comprise  the  Local  DNA  Index  System.  In 
accordance  with  DOJ  policy  (see  California 
State  DNA  Index  System  (SDIS) 

Operational  Procedure  document  produced 
in  response  to  request  number  7),  the 
submitting  local  law  enforcement  officer 
provides  a  document  to  the  LDIS 
administrator  identifying  the  officer,  the 
person  from  whom  the  sample  was 
collected,  and  stating  that  the  person  is  a 
suspect  in  an  active  investigation.  The 
receiving  laboratory  conducts  the  DNA 
forensic  identification  analysis  of  the 
suspect's  reference  sample  and  imports  it 
into  the  LDIS  as  either  a  "Legal”  or  a 
"Suspect,  Known"  specimen  category, 
residing  in  the  Legal  or  Suspect  Known 
indexes,  respectively.  Both  categories  are 
uploaded  to  SDIS  for  searching,  and  the 
Legal  specimen  category  is  uploaded  to 
NDIS  for  searching  if  the  laboratory  meets 
NDIS  criteria  for  that  search. 

Pursuant  to  state  law  and  DOJ  policy,  when 
a  period  of  two  years  has  elapsed  following 
the  receipt  of  a  suspect's  sample  by  an 


LDIS  laboratory  and  there  has  been  no  prior 
communication  from  the  investigating 
agency  concerning  the  suspect  status  of  the 
individual,  the  LOIS  laboratory  is 
responsible  for  initiating  removal  of  the 
sample  profile  from  the  searchable  index. 
That  action  automatically  removes  the 
searchable  record  from  SDIS  as  registered 
in  the  next  upload  and  in  like  fashion  an 
upload  from  SDIS  to  NDIS  will  delete  it  at 
that  level.  It  is  in  this  computerized  manner 
that  LOIS  labs  communicate  additions  and 
deletions  to  SDIS.  DOJ  as  the  SDIS 
administrator  similarly  communicates  the 
additions  and  deletions  to  NDIS  in  an 
automated  manner.  Within  the  automated 
removal  system,  sample  profiles  are  not 
tagged,  tracked,  or  retrievable.  When  a 
profile  is  deleted  from  any  index  within  the 
State  DNA  index  system,  both  the  profile 
and  any  index  information  associated  with  it 
is  unrecoverable.  Thus  the  deletion  of  a 
suspect  profile  from  the  suspect  known 
index  is  not  searchable,  and  information 
about  these  profiles  cannot  be  provided 
from  an  automated  records  search.  Records 
of  the  removal  of  suspect  profiles  from  the 
searchable  database,  if  any,  therefore, 
would  reside  with  the  LOIS  administrator  or 
local  Jaw  enforcement  agencies  in  their  own 
case  records. 

Note  additionally  that  in  the  database  there 
is  I  kewise  no  overlap  between  the  suspect 
index  and  the  arrestee  or  convicted  offender 
indices  in  terms  of  criminal  history  records, 
and  sample  processing  and  retention.  For 
example,  the  upload  of  a  suspect's  DNA 
profile  to  the  Legal  or  Suspect  Known 
indices  at  SDIS  causes  no  change  in  the 
individual's  criminal  history  record;  this  is  in 
contrast  to  the  system  of  DNA  flags 
employed  to  track  DNA  collection 
information  associated  with  arrestees  and 
convicted  offenders  under  Penal  Code 
section  296.  Also,  there  is  no  conversion  in 
CODIS  of  the  specimen  categories  Legal  or 
Suspect  Known  to  either  Arrestee  or 
Convicted  Offender  caused  by  a 
subsequent  felony  arrest  or  conviction  of  the 
suspect.  The  indices  are  separate. 

Although  DOJ  does  not  maintain  records 
that  reflect  total  suspect  sample  profile 
deletions  by  LDIS  labs  statewide,  DOJ  can 
provide  the  information  it  received  from  the 
seven  DOJ  Bureau  of  Forensic  Services 
LOIS  laboratories  which  perform  DNA 
evidence  testing  for  46  of  California's  58 
counties.  The  LDIS  laboratories  contributing 
responsive  information  are  BFS  laboratories 
located  in  the  Central  Valley,  Fresno, 
Redding,  Riverside,  Sacramento,  Santa 
Barbara,  and  Richmond.  All  of  these  BFS 


LDIS  laboratories  are  qualified  to  upload  to 
the  State  and  National  DNA  Index  Systems, 
DNA  case  evidence  samples  from  forensic 
unknowns  (crime  scene  samples)  collected 
by  local  law  enforcement  agencies  and 
submitted  to  those  laboratories  for  testing. 
These  seven  BFS  LDIS  laboratories  also 
are  properly  qualified  under  state  law  to 
upload  to  the  State  DNA  Index  system,  a 
DNA  profile  from  a  sample  that  a  local  law 
enforcement  agency  has  collected  by  lawful 
means  (e.g.  a  warrant)  from  a  suspect  in  a 
criminal  investigation.  As  required,  the 
"suspect  known"  samples  are  kept  in  a 
discrete  index  within  the  State  DNA  Index 
system  separate  from  the  DNA  database 
samples  mandated  by  the  state's  DNA  Act 
to  be  collected  from  convicted  felony 
offenders  and  adult  felony  arrestees  at 
booking  (e.g.  Cal.  Pen;  Code,  §§ 

296,296.1). 

Excluding  Richmond,  the  six  BFS  LOIS 
laboratories  report  that  they  have  uploaded 
a  collective  total  of  457  DNA  suspect  known 
profiles  to  a  suspect  index  for  comparison  to 
forensic  unknowns.  DOI  records  from  each 
of  these  BFS  LOIS  laboratories  also  show 
that  of  the  457  suspect  DNA  profiles 
uploaded  since  2006,  410  have  been 
removed,  and  47  remain  as  currently 
compliant  within  a  two-year  retention  period 
for  suspect  file  samples. 

The  Richmond  data  on  suspect  file  entries 
and  expungements,  if  any,  is  not  included  in 
the  above  totals  because  any  information 
prior  to  201 5  does  not  exist  or  was  kept  only 
in  now  deleted  records  or  is  not  readily 
retrievable  ortrackable.  Since  2015, 
however,  Richmond  records  show  that  its 
LOIS  lab  has  had  only  nine  suspect  profiles 
uploaded  and  that  of  those  nine,  six  of  those 
suspect  entries  have  been  deleted. 
Richmond  currently  has  only  three  suspect 
file  entries  and  all  have  been  in  the  suspect 
file  fewer  than  two  years. 

The  DOJ  records  do  not  show  that  the 
suspect  file  expungements  occurred  after 
contact  by  a  local  law  enforcement  agency.

These  documents  include  a 
document  on  the  DOJ  website  under  an 
FAQ  category  entitled,  "Suspect  Samples."

This  FAQ  sets  forth  the  following  question 
and  its  answer: 

Suspect  samples.  "As  an  investigator,  can  I 
collect  a  DNA  sample  from  someone  I 
consider  a  suspect  in  a  crime,  but  whom  I 
have  not  yet  arrested?" 

No,  unless  it  is  legally  obtained  without 
regard  to  Proposition  69.  Proposition  69 
does  not  authorize  collection  of  DNA 
samples  from  suspects  in  criminal 
investigations.  Law  enforcement  agencies 
may,  however,  submit  to  their  primary  lab 
services  provider  for  DNA  testing  and  entry 
into  the  State  Database  a  known  sample  of 
a  suspect's  blood,  saliva,  or  other  biological 
substance  that  has  been  obtained  without 
regard  to  Proposition  69  (e.g.  by  consent  or 
warrant.)  (Cal.  Pen.  Code,  §  297  (b)(l).)1 
Qnce  a  suspect  sample  has  been  accepted 
for  inclusion  in  the  State's  DNA  Data  Bank 
Program,  the  submitting  agency  must  notify 
the  Department  of  Justice  within  two  years 
whether  the  person  remains  a  suspect  in 
that  particular  investigation."

which  provides  in  part  as  follows:

(Gov.  Code.  §  6254  subd.  (b).)  The 
documents  you  seek  were  created  by

V.  Sergio  Garcia  litigation,  and  our  office  Is 
representing  the  California  Highway  Patrol 
In  connection  with  a  motion  to  quash  a 
subpoena  which  Is  set  for  hearing  on  August 
8,  2018.  In  other  words,  we  are  currently 
and  actively  litigating  this  matter  on  behalf  of 
our  client.  My  understanding  Is  that  you 
have  also  filed  a  motion  to  disqualify  the 
District  Attorney  which  Is  also  pending  and 
also  set  for  hearing  on  August  8,  2018.

2.  Attorney  Work  Product  Is  Exempt  From 
Disclosure 

Additionally,  the  attorney  work  product 
exception  protects  the  confidentiality  of  any 
writing  that  reflects  an  attorney's 
Impressions,  conclusions,  opinions,  legal 
research  or  legal  theories  that  Is  maintained 
as  confidential.  (Code  Civ.  Proc.  section 
2018.030.)  This  confidentiality  provision  Is 
Incorporated  Into  the  Public  Records  Act  as 
an  exemption  from  disclosure.  (Gov.  Code, 
section  6254,  subd.  (k);  County  of  Los 
Angeles  v.  Superior  Court  (2000)  82 
Cal.App.4th  819,  833.) 

Records  such  as  confidential  analyses,  draft 
language  and  memoranda  prepared  by  the 
attorneys  employed  with  the  Attorney 
General's  Office  are  subject  to  the  work 
product  exception  and  are  consequently 
exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  Public 
Records  Act. 

3.  Attorney-Client  Privilege 

Some  of  the  records  that  you  are  seeking 
are  exempt  from  disclosure  pursuant  to  the 
attorney-client  privilege.  Confidentiality 


privileges  set  forth  elsewhere  in  law, 
including  the  attorney-client  privilege 
contained  in  Evidence  Code  section  954 
which  protects  confidential  communications 
between  the  attorney  and  the  client,  are 
expressly  incorporated  into  the  Public 
Records  Act.  (Gov.  Code  §  6254,  subd.  (k);

4.  Deliberative  Process  and  Official 
Information  Privileges 

The  del  berative  process  privilege  exempts 
from  disclosure  materials  that  would  expose 
an  agency's  decision  making  process  in 
such  a  way  as  to  discourage  candid 
discussion  within  the  agency  and  thereby 
undermine  the  agency's  ability  to  perform  its 
functions.  Even  if  the  content  of  a  document 
is  purely  factual,  it  is  nonetheless  exempt 
from  public  scrutiny  if  it  is  actually  related  to 
the  process  by  which  policies  are  formulated 
or,  if  it  is  inextricably  intertwined  with 
policymaking  processes.  (Times  Mirror  Co. 

V.  Superior  Court  (199  1)  53  Cal. 3d  1325.) 
Records  that  reveal  deliberative  processes 
are  protected  through  application  of 
Government  Code  section  6255. 

The  Department  of  Justice  also  has  a 
privilege  to  withhold  official  information  if  its 
disclosure  is  contrary  to  the  public  interest. 
(Evid.  Code  §  1040.)  Information  shared  in  a 
confidential  manner  among  state,  county,  or 
local  agencies  does  not  waive  the  official 
information  privilege.  (See  Michael  P.  v. 
Superior  Court  (200  I)  92  Cal.App.41h  1036, 
I  048.) 

It  is  unclear  from  the  request  what  exactly 
you  are  seeking,  but  records  such  as 
communications  between  attorneys  about 
this  case,  analyses,  draft  language,  and 
memoranda  could  be  covered  by  the  official 
information  and/or  deliberative  process 
privileges  and,  therefore,  absent  special 
circumstances  would  be  exempt  from 
disclosure  under  Government  Code  section 
6255.  If  you  are  seeking  information  relating 
to  the  underlying  incident  such  documents 
would  be  records  of  an  investigation 
conducted  by  a  police  agency  and  therefore 
exempt.  (Gov.  Code  §  6254,  subd.  (f); 
Haynie  v.  Superior  Court  (2001)  26  Cal.41h 
1061  ,  1068-1070.) 

5.  The  Public  Interest  Served  By  Not 
Disclosing  These  Records  Clearly 
Outweighs  The  Public  Interest  Served  by 
Disclosure. 

Finally,  the  records  are  also  being  withheld 


under  Section  6255  of  the  Government 
Code. 

Under  the  facts  of  this  particuiar  case,  the 
pubiic  interest  served  by  not  disciosing  the 
records  cieariy  outweighs  the  pubiic  interest 
served  by  disciosure  of  the  records.  As  an 
initiai  matter,  this  seems  more  a  matter  of 
private  interest  to  you  personaiiy,  than  to  the 
pubiic.  You  are  seeking  documents  created 
during  iitigation  to  which  you  are  a  party 
reiating,  apparentiy,  to  communications 
between  our  office  and  the  District 
Attorney's  office.  It  does  not  appear  that 
there  wouid  be  any  pubiic  interest  served  by 
disciosing  these  records  during  the 
pendency  of  active  iitigation  to  which  you 
are  a  party.

The  court  observed  that  "to  refuse  to 
place  [the  burden  to  an  agency  of 
compliance]  on  the  section  6255  scales 
would  make  it  possible  for  any  person 
requesting  information,  for  any  reason  or  for 
no  particular  reason,  to  impose  upon 
governmental  agency  a  limitless  obligation. 
Such  a  result  would  not  be  in  the  public 
interest." 

(Id.  at  p.  453.)  The  expense  and 
inconvenience  of  engaging  in  such  a 
limitless  search  of  documents  would  not  be 
in  the  public  interest.  (Gov.  Code  §  6255; 
American  Civil  L  berties  Union  Foundation  v. 
Deukmejian  (1982)  32  Cal.3d  440,  452- 
453.)  If  there  is  a  more  specific  issue  that 
you  want  to  address,  let  us  know  and  we 
can  refine  the  search  to  determine  if  there 
are  responsive  documents. 

For  these  reasons,  we  must  decline  your 
request  for  records  as  it  is  currently  cast. 
However,  we  are  willing  to  consult  with  you 
to  determine  if  a  more  specific  request 
would  be  likely  to  generate  additional 
records.  (Gov.  Code,  section  6253.1.) 

CompI  Michael  Unfortunately,  we  must  deny  your  PRA 

eted  Dolida  request  for  the  following  reasons:  (1 )  Public 
access  to  confidential  sex  offender 
registration  information  is  controlled  by 
Megan's  Law  which,  for  database  integrity 
reasons,  limits  such  access  to  real  time 
internet  searches  on  the  Megan's  Law  web 
site;  and  (2)  Given  the  constantly-changing 
nature  of  the  Megan  Law's  database,  the 
public's  interest  is  best  served  by  limiting 
public  access  to  confidential  sex  offender 
registration  information  that  is  accurate  and 
up-to-date. 

Megan's  Law  Provides  for  Internet  Access 
Only 

Most  of  the  information  provided  by 
registering  sex  offenders  during  the 
registration  process  is  confidential  (i.e.,  not 
open  to  public  inspection).  (Pen.  Code,  § 


■290.021 .)  The  same  is  also  true  for 
"criminal  offender  record  information”  kept  in 
the  Department  of  Justice's  California  Sex 
and  Arson  Registry  C'CSAR”). 

However,  despite  the  confidential  nature  of 
this  information,  California  provides 
members  of  the  public  with  limited  access  to 
some  of  the  sex  offender  registration 
information  via  the  Megan's  Law  internet 
web  site.  Specifically,  Penal  Code  section 
290.46  provides  that  ■  "the  Department  of 
Justice  shall  make  available  information 
concerning  persons  who  are  required  to 
register  pursuant  to  Section  290  to  the 
public  via  an  Internet  Web  site  as  specified 
in  this  section."  (Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  subd. 
(a)(l),  italics  added.)  The  statute  further 
requires  the  department  to  "update  the 
Internet  Web  site  on  an  ongoing  basis." 
(Ibid.)  As  mentioned  in  the  notes  to  this 
code  section,  the  Legislature  created  the 
Megan's  Law  web  site  with  the  intent  "that 
the  Department  of  Justice  [  would]  continue 
to  maximize  all  available  resources  to 
ensure  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  in 
the  sex  registration  database!'  (Pen.  Code, 

§  290.46,  Stats.  2004.  ch  745,  §.  2.) 
Additionally,  the  Legislature  enacted 
Megan's  Law  with  the  intent  that 
"California's  infrastructure  for  collecting, 
maintaining,  and  disseminating  information 
about  registered  sex  offenders  [  would]  be 
retooled  to  ensure  that  law  enforcement  and 
the  public  have  access  to  accurate,  up-to- 
date,  and  relevant  information  about 
registered  sex  offenders."  (Pen.  Code,  § 
290.46,  Stats  2006  ch.  337,  §  2,  subd.  (c), 
italics  added.)  Thus,  in  order  to  help  ensure 
and  maintain  the  accuracy  of  this 
information,  the  Legislature  limited  the 
public  dissemination  of  sex  offender 
registration  information  to  the  Megan's  Law 
web  site. 

Government  Code  section  6254  sets  forth 
various  exceptions  to  the  disclosure 
requirements  under  the  PRA.  Significantly 
for  this  matter,  section  6254,  subdivision  (k), 
exempts  from  disclosure  "Records,  the 
disclosure  of  which  is  exempted  or 
prohibited  pursuant  to  federal  or  state  law, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  provisions  of  the 
Evidence  Code  relating  to  privilege."  (Gov. 
Code,  §  6254,  subd.  (k),  italics  added.) 

Thus,  the  PRA  cannot  extend  the  public's 
right  of  access  to  sex  offender  registration 
information  beyond  the  limitations  and 
restrictions  set  forth  in  Megan's  Law. 
Consequently,  the  public's  right  of  access  to 
this  information  is  limited  to  accessing  the 
Megan's  Law  database. 

The  Public  Interest  is  Best  Served  by 
Limiting  Access  to  Current  and  Accurate 


Information 

In  your  request,  you  state  you  are  looking 
for  an  electronic  copy  in  "Mircosoft  Excel” 
regarding  registered  sex  offenders  to 
include  their  names,  addresses,  and  any 
other  public  information  regarding  their 
offenses  and  dates.  Under  Government 
Code  section  6255,  a  government  agency 
may  withhold  disclosure  of  a  public  record 
"by  demonstrating  ...  that  on  the  facts  of  the 
particular  case  the  public  interest  served  by 
not  disclosing  the  record  clearly  outweighs 
the  public  interest  served  by  disclosure  of 
the  record.”  (Gov.  Code,  §6255,  subd.  (a).) 
As  a  separate  legal  basis,  we  believe  the 
circumstances  in  this  case  necessitate 
nondisclosure  of  the  records  that  you  seek 
from  us. 

The  information  that  appears  on  the 
Megan's  Law  web  site  is  processed  through 
a  third-party  vendor.  The  purpose  of  the 
web  site  is  to  provide  members  of  the  public 
access  to  the  most  current  sex  offender 
registrant  data.  Thus,  the  site,  which  is 
updated  daily  to  reflect  any  new  additions, 
deletions,  and  modifications  to  the  registrant 
database,  stores  and  displays  only  the 
current  day's  data. 

The  Offender  Registration  Application  Unit 
(ORAU)  is  the  internal  unit  within  the 
Department  of  Justice  that  provides 
technology  support  and  maintenance  for 
CSAR,  the  State's  repository  for  sex  and 
arson  registration  information.  Every  day, 
ORAU  creates  a  file  which  contains  a 
snapshot  of  the  registration  data  for  that 
day.  Our  vendor  then  downloads  that  file 
from  our  site  and  stores  the  file  on  the  hard 
drive  of  the  server  that  creates  the  files  used 
for  the  web  site.  Specifically,  our  vendor 
runs  a  program  that  takes  that  day's  data 
and  completely  recreates  the  data  files  that 
are  used  by  the  web  servers  to  provide  the 
data  to  the  public.  Our 
vendor  does  not  employ  any  database  for 
this  process,  only  temporary  ISAM  files:  No 
transaction  or  other  record  keeping 
measures  are  utilized.  The  previous  day's 
data  on  the  web  servers  is  overwritten  with 
the  new  data.  The  data  is  also  overwritten 
on  the  computer  where  these  daily  data  files 
are  created. 

On  our  end,  ORAU  keeps  a  backup  for 
seven  days  of  the  extract  file  that  is  sent  to 
our  vendor.  However,  the  information  on  the 
backup  files  is  not  a  mirror  image  of  what 
appears  on  the  public  web  site  because  it 
contains  information  that  is  excluded  from 
public  view  during  our  vendor's  processing 
of  the  information.  Additionally,  even  if  our 
vendor  reprocessed  the  information  from 
one  of  the  backup  files,  we  could  not  ensure 


the  accuracy  of  all  the  Information  because 
of  the  ever-changing  nature  of  the 
registration  database.  In  other  words, 
because  the  registration  database  changes 
on  a  dally  basis  (I.e.,  newly  added 
registrants,  newly  removed  registrants,  and 
changes  to  registrant's  data)  even  a  delay  of 
one  day  would  result  In  a  report  that 
contained  Inaccurate  data.  Such  results  do 
not  comply  with  the  Legislature's  stated 
Intent  "that  the  Department  of  Justice  ... 
ensure  the  highest  degree  of  accuracy  In 
the  sex  registration  database"  (Pen.  Code,  § 
290.46,  Stats  2004  ch  745,  §.  2)  and 
"ensure  that ...  the  public  have  access  to 
accurate,  up-to-date,  and  relevant 
Information  about  registered  sex  offenders". 
(Pen.  Code,  §  290.46,  Stats  2006  ch  337,  §. 
2,  subd.  (c)).  While  we  understand  and 
appreciate  that  you  are  not  concerned  with 
the  ongoing  accuracy  of  the  Information 
provided,  the  law  requires  us  as  discussed 
ante  to  provide  the  public  updated  and 
accurate  Information  on  an  ongoing  basis. 
Due  to  the  constantly  changing  nature  of  the 
Information  In  the  registry,  a  "snapshot"  view 
of  the  Information  for  any  given  day  of  the 
Megan's  Law  web  site  would  almost 
certainly  be  obsolete  the  following  day.  In 
other  words,  the  day-old  "snapshot"  would 
contain  some  Information  that  should  have 
been  removed,  and  It  would  be  missing 
other  Information  that  should  have  been 
added.  Given  the  sensitive  nature  of  the 
Information  at  Issue,  we  cannot  allow  such 
Inaccurate  records  to  exist.  The  problem  Is 
further  compounded  by  the  fact  that  If  we 
provide  a  "snapshot"  for  one  member  of  the 
public  we  have  to  provide  a  "snapshot"  to 
every  member  of  the  public  that  requests  It. 
In  doing  so,  we  would  be  creating  a  situation 
wherein  an  untold  number  Inaccurate 
"snapshots"  of  the  database  would  exist. 
Furthermore,  given  the  highly  sensitive 
nature  of  sex  offender  registration 
Information,  providing  the  public  with 
Inaccurate  Information  could  cause  real 
public  safety  concerns.  For  Instance,  If 
registration  Information  Is  disseminated 
about  a  person  who  Is  no  longer  required  to 
register  or  be  posted  on  the  web  site,  that 
person  may  be  subjected  to  undue 
harassment  or  even  danger.  Additionally,  If 
a  registrant  moves,  the  person  who 
occupies  the  registrant's  old  address  may 
be  mistakenly  harassed  or  Injured.  And,  as 
every  day  goes  by,  the  obsolescence  of  the 
report  and  the  Inaccuracies  contained  within 
It  continue  to  grow.

First,  you  state  that  the  “acronym  CIS  could  reasonably  be  interpreted  by  this  office  to  apply  to  any 
number  of  positions  and/or  departments.  For  example,  it  could  refer  to  a  ‘Criminal  Intelligence 
Specialist,’  ‘Criminal  Investigation  Services,’  or  a  ‘Criminal  Identification  Specialist.”’  While  this  may 
be  true,  your  response  is  disingenuous  when  the  request  is  read  in  the  context.  Thus,  regardless  of 
whether  you  interpret  the  term  CIS  as  “Criminal  Intelligence  Specialist,"  “Criminal  Investigation 
Services,”  or  a  “Criminal  Identification  Specialist,”  if  there  exist  writings  used  for  their  training  or 
retraining  of  the  dealer  record  of  sale  background  check  process,  said  writings  would  be  responsive 
and  should  have  been  provided. 

Moreover,  you  further  state  that  “the  overall  structure  of  []our  request  is  unclear”  because  you 
“cannot  tell  who  the  trainer  and  trainees  are  in  the  training  your  request  contemplates  -  we  cannot 
tell  if  the  CIS  is  being  trained  or  doing  the  training,  or  if  you  are  contemplating  training  that  might  be 
provided  to  a  CIS  so  that  the  CIS,  in  turn,  could  serve  as  an  instructor  to  others  regarding  dealer 
record  of  sale  background  checks.  This  argument  is,  again,  fatuous.  It  is  clear  that  any  writings  that
